“Mavy Chinese’ officials contend 
that Manchuria must on no account 
be abandoned to Russia, Those who 
hold this language do not under- 
stand the present circumstances and . 
are unable to look into the futare. 
If we leave the Russians in posses- 
sion of Manchuria no serious: harm 
will ensue, for in that case friction 
will arise between Russia and Japan 
on the frontiers of Corea, and a con- 
flict is bound to break out between 
the two rival Powers. In the event 
of war, should things take an nnfav- 
ourable turn for the Japanese, it will 
be our business to join the Russians, 
and help them to crush the Japanese, 
thus establishing a claim upon the 

titude of Russia, who, retaining 

rea for herself, will give back 
Manchaoria to China. If, on the 
other hand, the Russians are unable 
to withstand the Japanese, we can_ 
join with the latter and help them to 
drive the Russians out of Manchuria 
without running any grave risks, 
whilst in present circumstances it 
might be difficult_for us to recover 
possession of it, England, it is true, 
attaches great importance to the 
Manchurian question, but that is nob 
a consideration that can carry much 
weight with us, for England cannot 
employ force. ‘Germany is neutral, 
France is a mere distant spectator, 
and America maintains silence. Our 
Viceroys in the South who hold other 
opinions have no knowledge of the 
diplomatic situation. I therefore beg 
ou to take the greatest pains to 
event their views reaching the 
Bowager Empress. I cannot live 
mnch longer, and, can only implore 
you to go on acting in accordance 
with my principles. In’ this you 
will receive valuable assistance from 
Yuan Shib-kai.” 

Those who are told that the Jate 
Earl Li was the greatest statesman 
that China produced in the nine- 
teenth century could only conclude 
from reading this letter that Chinese 
statesmanship is made up of equal 

of cunning, duplicity, and 
shortsightedness. Fortunately, those 
who know the history of China in 
the last half-century know that Li 
Hung-chang was never trusted, how- 
ever much he niight be feared, by the’ 
best public opinion in China Li: 
urges that Manchuria should be given * 
unto Russia, because that will bring 
on—as it has done—a war betweti” 
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Russia and Japan, and China would 
help Russia to beat Japan, and 
‘Russia would get Corea. Li’s short- 
aightedness is shown in his argument 
that if China put the saddle on her 
own back for Russia to ride her, 
Russia would out of gratitude volun- 
tarily relinquish Manchuria, as if 
Corea would be of any use to Russia 
without Manchuria, ‘Then, with 
characteristic duplicity, Li goes on 
to point out that if the Japanese 
were victorious, China could “join 
with the latter and help them to 
drive the Russians out of Man- 
churia without running any grave 
risks, while in present circumstances 
it might be difficult for us to recover 
ession of it.” Earl Li’s estimate 
of the attitude of the principal For- 
cige Powers is shrewd enough, but 
when he wrote he could not foresee 
what a difference would be made in 
the Far Eastern policy of the United 
States when its direction came into 
the hands of President Roosevelt, 
under whom Mr, Hay has been allow- 
ed to carry out his ideas which were 
repressed’ by President McKinley. 
A point to be noticed in Earl Li's 
letter is the closing statement that 
HH, E. Yuan Shih-kai, the present 
Viceroy of Chibli, would support the 
former's proposed policy. ‘That he 
would do so after the death of his 
two patrons, Li and Yung Lu, is not, 
however, to be feared. H. E. Yuan 
Shih-kai is essextially an opportunist ; 
his policy is guided by what he 
believes to be expedient at the time. 
By following this course he has risen 
80 high that.he has no longer any 
need of patronage ; and, as far as we 
know, the solid arguments that 
brought Li Hung-chang openly to 
the side of Russia have not been 
pressed upon him successfully.

On arriving at Kinkiang on 
the morning of the 19th instant, we heard 
that the C. N.S, Tatung, had not yet 
arrived, and was reported to have been 
seon at the North-east Crossing, assisting 
the German cruiser Thetis, which was 
badly ashore there. We received quick 
dispatch and left at 10 am. also to 
proceed to the assistance of the Thetis. 
On arriving at the North-cast Crossing 
at 0.20 p.m., we found that the Thetis 
was well up forward, abreast the North- 
east Crossing Round Channel Lightboat. 
The Tatung was towing her and a French 
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gunboat was standing by. While pro- 
ceeding to anchor, to render help if 
reqnired, we observed the Thetis to lurch 
heavily and then slide off into deep water, 
where she anchored. Her crew were 
running from side to side to heel her. 
She had landed a quantity of stores to 
lighten her, Seeing that all was well, we 
proceeded on our voyage, the Tatung 
shortly afterwards leaving for up-river. 

‘Tae C. M.S. Kwangchi from Tientsin 
which arrived on Sunday, reported the 
British fleet at target practice outside 
Weihaiwei and a Japaneso man-of-war at 
anchor off the North East Promontory. 

‘Tue R. M.S. Empress of Japan, which 
arrived at Woosung from Vancouver on 
Saturday morning, made the run from 
Nagasaki to the anchorage at Woosung 
in a trifle over 274 hours. Until the last 
two days before reaching Yokohama, sho 
had very heavy weather across’ the 
Pacific, with a remarkable drop in the 
barometrical reading on the 8th inst.

Tue die is cast. With the triumph- 
ant re-election of President Roose- 
yelt all doubt as to the future policy 
of the United States is dispelled. 
The nation has epoken, and in no 
uncertain voice has declared that 
the day of mere introspection is 
over, and that the American of the 
present and the. future must learn 
to take broad views. It is not as if 
the decision lately given had been 
secured by a nartow majority. On 
the contrary, the majority is over- 
whelming, and with rare generosity 
the beaten candidate publicly ac- 
knowledges that he has succumbed to 
the general will aud not to political 
trickery. The admission is significant. 


We are not concerned at p.e-ent 
with the question whether this 
radical departure trom precedent is 
or is not for the benefit of Americans 
at large. They may well be allowed 
to settle such questions for them- 
selves, What we do desire to discuss 
is the probable line of action which 
the re-appointed President will be 
likely to take now that he knows he 
has the nation at his back. It is 
certain that there will be no curtail- 
ment of the programme which months 
and months ago the President set 
before his people. There was no 
doubt in his mind then as to the 

sition she should hold in the 
Pacific. He had very definite views 
respecting the binding nature of the 
treaties into which Chinaand America 
had entered. No Muscovite subter- 
fuge was deep enough to hinder him 
from dispatching American repre~ 
sentatives to the “ ports” opened in 
Manchuria, and no wheedling on the 
part of Count Cassini could turn 
him from his pursuit of American 
rights and interests. He had firmly 
definite views as to the immediate 
future of the Philippines, being quite 
as fully convinced that the Bilip- 
inos are as yet unfit for self-govern- 
ment as if he had bad the years of 
experience that fall only to the lot 
of some British pro-consul. In the 
‘Atlantic his words and actions both 
proclaim predominance in the Wes- 
tern Hemisphere for the Great 
Republic. He is going to have a nary 
larger and stronger even than King 
Edward's. The Monroe doctrine has 
been re-affirmed and more clearly 
defined, and what is more, the con- 
stant increase in naval power shows 
that there is no longer any thought 
that moral suasion, even with the 


benevolent neutrality of Great Bri- 
tain, is to be relied on to secure that 
world-wide acquiescence in its tenets 
which the American people wish to 
see. Most significant is the recent 
announcement of the proposed new 
construction for the navy of the 
States. 


The feeling of aloofness which till 
within the last few years has mark- 
ed American relations with the rest 
of the world has now had the last 
nail driven into its coffin, and willy- 
nilly the United States has become 
as intimately connected with interna- 
tional politics as most of the Old 
World States. There are doubtless 
some who regret the change. As 
well regret last year’s snow. Par- 
ochialism in American politics is as 
dead as the dodo. ''wenty years ago, 
probably, had a forecast of the present 
condition of affairs been made so far 
as the tendency of the Americans 
towards imperialism is concerned, 
the prophet could hardly have failed 
to foreshadow great rivalry and 
perhaps antagonism between the new 
aspirant for world power and our 
selves, But nothing could have been 
further from the truth. Since 1898 
the growth of the feeling 
between the two English-speaking 
Powers, already well-founded, has 
increased by leaps and bounds. So 
much is this the case that it is 
becoming the fashion to look at the 
widest interests of the two nations as 
being very nearly identical, There 
are reasons for this, Events occurred 
during the Spanish war which made 
deep impression especially on the 
Western side of the Atlantic, where 
paturally there remained more of the 
old soreness than had been retained 
in the Motherland. Other occur- 
rences that have happened since have 
done a great deal to solidify that 
union of bearts which is the desire of 
the best men on both sides, The 
great Cliina question came up, and in 
1900 the American and British 
representatives found themselves 
much closer together in opinion and 
desires than some of the other nation- 
alities altogether liked, All throu; hb 
the disgraceful Manchurian squab. 
bles, too, there has been no wavering 
on the part of the American Govern- 
ment. Mr. Hay, on various occasions, 
did yeoman’s service in the cause of 
justice and of peace, Russia promised 
‘as usual, and for a time there was a 
tendency to accept her word at its 
full value, But the American 
Government and people soon found 
that in doing this they were being 

ly deceived, and that, to a people 
which prides itself on the sanctity 
of its pledged word, and which had 
had a traditional. feeling of regard 
for Russia, was a severe blow. The 
result was, as we have seen, a 
complete breaking away from the old 
tradition and the taking up of an 








attitude of inflexible antagonism to 
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Russia so long as she refuses to be 
bound by her treaty engagements 
and her declarations again and again 
repeated. Ib is this difference which 

fects us most here in the Far East, 
Bat there are other considerations no 
less important which we must treat 
in another article.

‘THE main points at which Amer- 
can Imperialism is likely to bring 
the States into collision with other 
Powers are,as we have shown, first 
and foremost in the Far East, where 
probably nothing now will induce 
the American Government to give up 
the treaty rights already secured, 
and where, in consequence, in case of 
the most unlikely triumph of Russia, 
there would immediately arise friction 
of a rather serious nature. 

On this it is not necessary any 
longer to dwell, In all probability 
President Roosevelt would find him- 
self backed by England in any step: 
he found it necessary to take to keep 
the 9] door, and thus most 
probably there would be a satisfac- 
tory solution of a very troublesome 
problem, 

But there are other centres whence 
troubles may arise in the near future 
for the United States. President 
Roosevelt has his own ideas respect- 
ing the status of the Caribbean Sea, 
which to America bas assumed 
greater importance than ever since 
the settlement with Panama respect- 
ing the Canal, ‘Those nations who 
have a foothold on the islands of the 
West Indies find their possessions 
taking a much greater importance in 
the eyes of the world than was the 
case a few years ago, Great Britain 
is Perhaps ‘most favourably situated 
ofall. Her position in Jamaica, in 
St. Lucia, and in Barbadoes, to say 
nothing of other points of vantage, 
gives her n commanding hold upon 
the Caribbean when the strength of 
her naval power is remembered. 
Fortunately there is no need even 
to dream of her in antagonism with 
her mighty son. 

‘The other European nations that 
own possessjons in the neighbourhood 
are ce, Holland, and Denmark. 
France, once upon a time, was the 
great rival of England in the Carib- 
bean, Many a fierce fight has been 
fought beneath the vertical rays ofa 
West Indian sun to settle the long- 
debated question whether the Union 
Jack or the Tricolour should fly 
predominant in those waters, But 
at present France retains only two 
islands of any importance, Martinique 
and Guadeloupe, and as the terrible 
eruptions of Mont Pelée in 1902 very 
nearly depopulated the former, it 1s 
doubiful if the subjects of France in 
the West Indies now number more 





than some four hundred thousand. 
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Attempts have been made by 
the United States to purchase 
the Danish islands which, though 
of very little importance, and con- 
taining only some thirty thousand 
people, might become a bone of| 
contention were they to pass un- 
der other sway. These efforts 
have hitherto been frustrated by 
Germany, who herself is most anxious 
to gain a foothold in the Carib- 
bean. It is not, perhaps, very 
obvious,” says Mr. Colquhoun in bis 
“Greater America,” “how she can 
achieve this in the teeth of the 
Monroe Doctrine and the fact that 
not a coral island notv remains that 
has not been pre-empted.” But 
Holland likewise owns territory in 
the West Indies, and Germany looks 
confidently forward to the day when 
all Datch over-sea possessions shall 
come beneath her flag peacefully by 
mutual consent. 

‘Then would arise a very interest- 
ing question. “The Monroe Doc- 
trine,” says “Greater America,” “ ma 
prevent Germany from purchasing, 
say, a coaling station at Cartagena, 
though such an interpretation is 
straining its terms. The United 
States,"as has already been said, is 

robably prepared to go to this 
length and abide the consequence 
By no conceivable interpretation, 
however, can the Monroe Doctrine 
prevent the Danish or Dutch Islands 
from gravitating into the German 
orbit through a process of feder- 
ation by theirsovereign States. And 
yet such an eventuality is by no 
‘means an impossibility and would be 
a direct challenge to the position 
taken up by America.” 

We have very little doubt that 
the challenge would at once be ac- 
cepted. For the Americans, the still 
uncertain definition of the celebrated 
doctrine has its advantages as well 
as its disadvantages. Much would 
depend on the naval power at the 
moment. It is for just such a con- 
tiogency that America is now so 
seriously engaged upon her new 
navy. It is most unlikely that she 
would tamely submit to the sup- 
planting of Holland and Denmark in 
the Caribbean by Germany. Na- 
tions do not, with their eyes open, 
give such hostages to fortune as all 
that, 

There is besides the question as 
to the future of the South American 
States. Respecting these, various 
American statesmen have spoken in 
no dubious terms, The South 
American Republics are to be left to 
work out their own salvation in their 
own way, without any assumption of 
suzerainty by European Powers, Ac- 
complished § facts are recognised 
The position of Great Britain and 
Holland in Guiana for example re- 
mains unaffected by the Monroe 
Doctrine, but no further alienation 
of territory would be soquiesced 
ia by the United States, but. 


would, on the contrary, be re- 
sisted by all the power of the 
nation. Herein lies the great 
threat to American imperialism. It 
seems that it must inevitably bring 
the State into violent collision with 
Germany unless that power abandons 
what is believed to be the greatest 
wish of her heart, a South American 
Empire.

Kuropatkin was “to turn the tide 
of Japanese success and to assume 
the offensive. he criticisms that 
have been made, even in friendly 
quarters, of the failure of the Japan- 
ese to make the Russian defeat at 
Liaoyang a more crushing one, 
proceed on a forgetfulness of the 
solid reasons which the Russian 
Commander had to believe that 
defeat was impossible, on ground 
of his own choosing, and under 
conditions which gave him what, 
for all military purposes, wus a de- 
cided superiority over his assailants, 
The undeniably fine  generalship 
which Kuropatkin displayed in 
saving his great army from utter 
rout and demoralisation, and avoid- 
ing, for any important part of it, the 
risk of capture, merely brings out 
more strongly the fact that the 
Japanese victory was one of the 
most brilliant feats of military skill 
and prowess which has been wit- 
nessed in our time. The more 
highly we rate the military capacity 
of the Russian Generalissimo, the 
greater must be the credit accorded 
to the Japanese Commanders, who 
have been able to circumvent cvery 
move he has made, and to confine 
his conspicuous achievements to the 
conduct of well-ordered and timely 
retreats.” The Japanese had publish- 
ed far and wide their hope that 
Oyama would be able to make 
Liaoyang a Sedan, and the inability 
of the latter to fulfil this, which was 
only a hope, bas led to unfair dis- 
paragement of the great feat his 
army did perform. + 

Mr. Foord ¢-ngratulates Corea on 
scouring Mr. D. W. Stevens as 
diplomatic adviser of her Govern- 
ment. Mr. Foord mentions the 
criticisms that have been made 





recently of some of Japan’s methods 
of administration at Seoul, and 
says that “there is certainly no 


man whose presence at the Corean 
capital could be a saf'r guarantee 
against a repetition of the policy of 
ten years ago than that of Mr, 
Stevens,” and that the Japancse Go- 
vernment should have recommended 
him to Corea is a proof of Japan's 
sincerity. More than twenty-five 
years ago Mr. Stevens went to Tokio 
‘as Second Secretary of the U. S. 
Legation ; he subsequently entered 
the Japanese service, and has been 
for many years Counsellor of the 
Japanese Legation at Washington. 
“In every respect Mr. Stevens brings 
to the discharge of his duties as 
diplomatic adviser to the Corean 
Department of Foreign Affairs quali- 
fications which it is given to very few 
men to acquire or possess. No one 
at all familiar with the facts will be 





disposed to minimise the difficulties 
of bis new position and no greater 
tribute could be paid to Mr. Stevens 
than is involved in the assumption 
that he will be found able to dis- 
charge its responsibil with satis- 
faction to both Governments. It 
offers a great opportunity for the 
conduct of what is essentially a work 
of national regeneration, and while 
replete with possibilities of incessant 
worry and profound discouragement, 
one is tempted to believe that in the 
rare combination of qualities which 
Mr. Stevens will bring to its

THE YANGKINGPANG 
AGAIN. 


2hth November. 


We have written so much about 
the Yangkingpang in the last three 
or more years, urging that it should 


Feulverted, the expedient supported 
by the Municipal Engineer, Mr. 
Mayne, himself some seven years 
ago, that we would not take up the 
subj ct again but that a paragraph 
that appeared in the Municipal 
mioutes published last week makes 
some notice peremptory. The para- 
graph to which we refer is the fol- 
lowing: “A letter from the French 
Council is read expressing the wil- 
lingness of that Body to entertain 
atiy prop sals which the Council may 
think fit to submit for measures to 
be undertaken for the improvement 
of this waterway, the opinion being, 
however, expressed that the culvert- 
ing of the creek offers the on'y satis- 
factory solution. A report by the 
Municipal Eugineer states that af er 
consu'tation with the Engineer of 
the French Counci!, he bas agreed 
with the latter that the best al'erna- 
tive course to adopt lies in the erce- 
tioa of a system of sluice gates at 
suitable puints on the Defence Creek 
and the Yangkingpang. Under these 
circums'ances it is decided to ad- 
drvss the French Council and to 
request tbat the proposed scheme be 
adopted, and that the French En- 
gineer be directed to proceed with 
the same in co-operation and consul- 
tation with Mr, Mayne.” 

Tt is a certainty that the Yung- 
kingpang will be culverted sooner or 
later. ‘Phe French Council holds to 
the opinion which it has always held, 
and which was at one time held by 
Mr. Mayne, that culverting is 
the only satisfactory solution. Every 
year our roads running east and 
west become more congested and 
the value of the wide boulevard 
that will be formed when the Yang- 
kingpang is enlverted becom: more 
and more eviden’ ; and if there ¢uld 
be any d ubt as to the future value 
of that boulevard, it would be proved 
by the strenuous oppo ition tbat is 
made to the culverting by the 
owners of property on the older 
streets, The culverting has been 
voted once by the ratepayers on this 
side ofan annual meeting of rate- 
payers, and the question would have 
been submitted to them again at 
the last annual meeting but for Mr. 
McBain’s untimely removal. In 
gaily proposing the ercc'ion of 
sluice gates, it does not szem to 
have occurred to the Council to ask 
the consent of the harbour authori- 
ties, and it is -evident’y forgotten 
that the late harbour-master, Captain 
Bisbee, aman whose opinion could 
not be disregarded, was strongly 
oppasel to the scheme, one rewu't of 
which would be, he believed, the 
formation of a bar in the river which 
would be a serious inconvenience 
to navigation. Under the cirenm- 
stances the sluice-gate plam seems

never been submitied to the rate- 
payers; but which will have the 
effect, ao ardently desired by some 
of our landowners, of preventing the 
construction of the much-neded 
wide street between the French and 
the so-called British Settlements. 

But the most curious thing about 
the decision taken by our Council 
and recorded in the minute quoted 
above is that, as far as we can ascer- 
tain, the French Cuuncil and their 
Engineer, M. Chollot, have no idea 
whatever of agreeing to, or co-operat- 
ing in, the sluice-ga e project, even 
if the harbour authorities were to 
consent to it; and if our Council 
were under the impr ssion, before 
they published the last minutes, 
that their proposition would meet 
with ready acqniescence, there must 
have been a very serious mis 
understanding somewhere, ‘The 
French Council and its engineer re- 
main of the fixed opinion, which 
is held by a majority of ratepayers 
also on this side, that the only 
remedy for the Yangk'ngpang is to 
culvert it, and we have shown in de- 
tail before that the objcction founded 
on the cost of this— f which the 
French Council, althou sh the French 
Settlement is s> much smaller and 
less wealthy than ours, is willing t» 
pay half—is only a bugbear. They 
know that dredging, and sluice-gat- 
ing, and other alte:nativs whatever 
they may be, are only expensive 
palliatives, which will only postpone, 
not obviate, the necessity fur cul- 
verting. The objection to the sluice- 
gate scheme is the same as that to 
dredging, namely, the weakness of 
the bunding a'ong the Yangking- 
pang. Isis quite true that seven 
years ago M. Chollot, the French 
Engineer, suggested that it would be 
better to put sluice-gates in this 
waterway than to do nothing at all ; 
but in seven years there has been a 
considerable farther deterioration in 
the bunding, and it is certain that it 
would now ueither stand the dredg- 
ing of the creek nor the rush of 
water that would follow the opening 
of the sluice-gates; and the caving- 
in of the bunding that would certuin- 
ly follow the adoption of either of 
these alternatives, would cause an 
enormous amount of unnecessary ex- 
pense an inconvenience. 

‘Phere are rea'ly only two alterna- 
tives; to leave the Yangkingpang 
alone or to culvert it. ‘To leave it 
alone is to retain in the middle of 
the Settlements an open tidal sewer 
whose emanations when the tide is 
down are a constant danger to the 
public health as well as a standing 
offence to all who live near it or have 
to use the roads that border it, It 
only remains to culvert it; the 
nominal objections to this we have 
answered in full in the past; the real 
objection is such an unworthy one

8th November, 
Completing the Railway. 

A few wooks ago thi of officers 
who havo charge of the construction of 
the Pei-Han railway moved here from 
Heuchou. There aro ton foreign men, 
four ladies, and two children. This is 
the last move. They are to stay here 
until the railroad is completed, which 
will doubtless be within the next five or 
six months. ‘The work is being pushed 
very rapidly. ‘Two months ago, when we 
arrived, there were seven houses, a 
large station, and a larger carshop about 
half-completed. All of these have beon 
completed and are now in uso. It 
might be considered slow work in Europe 
or America, but for China it looks like 
lightning rapidity. Tho old adage, 
“Money makes the mare go,” is again 
verified. And the railway company has 
certainly 1ai ge sum of money 

A strip of land about seventy-five 
ide and half-a mile long bas been 
eral feet. A splendid brick wall, 

whose foundation is several feot below 
the earth’s surface, and which is about 
eight feet high, ‘surrounds the large 
engine-yaid und ‘all the residences. In 
the engine-yard there are eight or ten 
tracks, three of which lead into the repair 
shop. In front of the station are four 
parallel tracks. As soon as the road is 
completed the present staff of con- 
structionists will turn over the houses to 
the new staff of operators. 

On the Ist of November, tickets be, 
to be sold to and from Hsuchou. This is 
an established fact. Rumour had given 
out that this would be done so many 
times, that whenit was officially announced 
people were inclined to doubt it. It need 
no longer be doubted. The © 
trains run through from Hankow to Hsu-

Sinyangchou instead of at Chumatien, as 
formerly. This stopping overnight is 
rather amusing, but to one who has 
travelled by cart it can be put up with 
without a murmur. No tickets will be 
sold to and from this place until after 
the constructionists move out. However, 
the passage between Peking and Hankow 
can now be made without much incon- 
venience as the construction trains run 
from Hsuchou to the river quite 
frequently. The trip is being made by a 
good many novelty-loving spirits. The 
day before yesterday a United States 
Army Captain and Licutenant passed 
through the city on their way from 
Peking to Hankow. It seems that they 
had taken some troops from Manila to 
Peking and wore on their way back.

On Sunday, the 9th of October, we 
held our first public services. ‘The 
night before a party of four China Inland 
missionaries, on their way west, reached 
here. And as they were to spend Sunday 
in the city Mr. Car! Blom, of Honanfu, 
and Miss A. Janzon, of Sinanhsien, very 
kindly offered to help us in the services. 
As they have beon in this portion of 
China for several years and spesk the 
dialect of the placo they were a groat 
help to Mr. and Mrs. Lawton with the 
‘men and women. 

A Pioneer Family. 

‘The most interesting thing, to your 
correspondent, at least, that has happen- 
ed since the last letter was the arrival 
of Mr. and Mrs, Lawton and family on 
the night of the 4th October.

full of fun it was) being provided. We 
could understand most of the words of this 
comedy and could gather the plot 
from the bodily gestures and grimaces 


made, but the historical conversations were 
1 sealed book to all, and even the manda- 
emselves confessed that whilst re- 
eognising the different scenes they could 
not understand anything that the actors 
said, In the middle of the feast the 
British Consul rose and gave in Chinese 
speech in honour of the Empress-Dowager 
and the toast was duly honoured by all the 
guests, though the phrase, “The Empress 
Dowager. bless her,” was doubtless 
given with very mingled feelings.

The Empress Dowager’s Birthday. 
For some time the officials and people 
of Wuchang have been busily preparing 
for the birthday celebrations of the 
Empress Dowager. In a former letter 
we gave some account of the singing of a 
congratulatory ode by the two or three 
thousand day-school boys of the city. 
The ode was specially written for the 
occasion by the Viceroy Chang Chih-tung. 
We also mentioned that nearly every 
house in the city was decorated with a 
yellow dragon flag and two yellow lamps, 
gifts of the officials for the occasion. 

On Sunday night we were visited by an 
unexpected hurricane that did a good 
deal of damage to the decorations, but a 
couple of days of fine weather ouabled 
the people to put matters right again. 

‘At frst it soomed as if the loyalty 
evinced by the illuminations was prin- 
cipally the work of the officials ; we heard 
for instance of some who refused to light 
the lamps unless they were given candles 
as well as lanterns; one man we know 
was arrested because he had hung out an 
assortment of garments in his shop which 
were not regarded as sufficiently sugges- 
tive of the loyal gladness the pooplo 
‘ought to feel ; however he was released on 
paying a fine of twenty cents, But no 
one could walk tho streets of Wuchang

Some of the decorations, particularly 
of the government buildings, were very 
effective. Tho river banks were lined 
with flags and lanterns, whilst in front 
of the cotton mills wore groups of 
electric lamps; one was a revolving wheel 
of light, another » giant butterfly. In 
the city many of the main streets wero 
almost roofed with long strips of coloured 
cloths. The different’ shops were sug- 
gestively adorned. Somo of the cash 
shops had their congratulatory lott. 
made of silver dollars and bank ni 
‘one case with a fringe of silver ingots 
and shoes. The new cash formed the 
decorative material of some of the less 
pretentious shops. One Cantonese 
store used real watches to form the words 
which stretched across the shop, and in 
similar way wool shops were decorated 
with skeins of divers coloured wools, silk 
shops with silk, clothes shops with the 
gorgeous embroidery of official robes. In 
one street we found a small cook shop 
had made a fair show with two rows of 
feathers plucked from the birds that were 
cooked for the hungry, whilst underneath 
was an effective border mado of red, 
green, aud yellow chillies. A feature of 
modern Wuchang is the bookshops full 
of Japanese printed books and engrav- 
ings; these were devorated with paper 
flags of all the nation 
‘Ton years ago at a similar decoration, 
but one on a much smaller scale, we wei 
hooted by the mob and assailed with 
brickbats and abuse, but to-day, though 
the streeis were crowded all day, I quiet- 
ly pursued my way and ‘never heard a 
bad word. 

‘The orderliness and sobriety of the 
crowd was a pattern to many a European 
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holiday-making city. Soldiers were drawn 
up here and there, but there seemed 
very little need for them to keep order. 

The officials had wisely forbidden 
ricshas to be put on the streets, and I 
heard that the ricsha coolies were given 
a solatium of two hundred cash a day ; if 
they did well, as there was such 9 
demand for chair coolies that most of 
ricsha pullers were pressed into the 
service. Even then it was almost im- 
possible to obtain men to carry one’s 
chair. ; 

‘Most of the shops seemed to be doing 
‘ brisk business in spite of their holiday 
appoarance; in fact the festoons’ and 
decorations wore good advertisements, 
‘ani the gayer the shop the busier the 
business. 

‘Next door to the Wuchang High School 
the government are going to erect a large 
block of buildings. The front wall was 
hurriedly run up, and although it had no 
jo walls nor roof the windows were put 
in and properly glazed. In front of the 
wall a number of shops and houses were 
pulled down, and in an incredibly short 
handsome stone wall with green 
was run up along the street

with gaily-coloured cloth a really beauti- 
ful reception room was put up, carpeted 
in European style and ornamented with 
huge mirrors, ld bronzes, and other 
ities. It was rumoured 
Is and European digni- 
taries from Hankow wore to be received 
and feasted there by the Viceroy, but as 
a matter of fact they all drove to the 
Governor's yamén, where a great crowd 
sombled to see the foreigners in their 
gold lace uniforms. 

I suppose there are very fow who havo 
not severely criticised the lady whose 
birthday has been celebrated to-day, but 
such a goneral holiday and 80 gorgeous 
display evince the reul loyalty of the

Owing to the fact that in England 
tho authorities rained by the 
accident of other fixtures to set mother 
date as the “official” birthday of King 
Edward, there was no “ official” cele- 
bration’ of the event in Japan to-day. 
Consoquently formal congratulations 
were not received by the British Minister 
at Tokio. However there was a garden 
party given this afternoon by Sir Claude 
Macdonald. The leading metropolitan 
journals publish editorials in the warmest 
terms. Tho “ Kokumin,” in voicing Japan's 
national congratulations to King Edward 
VII, says that his indefatigable efforts for 
peace and sound bonhomie shown in 
the way of the proad world policy place 
him on a pinnacle of high esteem, not 
only in his own country and among 
Englishmen, but abroad and among for- 
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cigners. “Our statesmen know,” declares 
the Tokio journal, “how faithfully Great 
Britain has adhered not only to the letter 
but also to the spirit of the alliance, 
especially in this tremendous time. Eng: 
land is allied to an Eastern Power that 
also favours peace, though Japan, like 
Great Britain, can only find peace through 
war. Nevertheless, the predominance of 
the peace-desire in the monarchs of these 
Western and Exstern Island Empires is 
significant and must be ultimately 
fruitful.” 

Imperial Verse. 

The “Kokumin” only recently pub- 
lished three stanzas composed by H. M.

The American Assoc

Military Railways. 

‘The Japanese railway in the occupied 
territory in Manchuria was completed as 
far ns Lisoyang on the 25th ult., when 
Mr. Oura, Minister of Communications, 
paid an officiel visit there. According to 
the latest advices, the Liaoyang-Shaho- 
pao section and’ tho Yentai colliery 
branch li already completed. Tho 
light railway betweon Antunghsion and 
Humatun, near Motienling, is also open- 
ed to tratfio, and this line is expected to 
be extended to a point other than Liao- 
yang. Under the oxisting circumstances, 
the traffic on the Seoul-Wiju railway 
cannot be opened farther north than 
Pingyang within this year, but the whole 
line will be completed early next year; as 
for the proposed Wiju-Yinkou railway, it 
is not yet decided whether it will be 
reconstructed on the presont light rail- 
way or connect with the coast line in 
fher Haichéng or Teshichiao vid Hsui- 
yen.

command. Other changes about to be 
carried ont have for their object the

Qnd-class District commands cn the 
staff. Madras seems to be consider- 
nbly exercised over the change in 
view, which unquestionably includes s 
greater concentration of forces, can- 
tonments of no importance being given 
up there as elsewhere in India, but it 
will in any caso take several years to 
carry out Lord Kitchener's *cheme, 
which has been fully described before, 
and main'y consists in massing our 
troops near the frontier and in a few of 
the most important garrisons, supported 
by the native Princes in whose loyalty 
Lord Kitchener confides. The scheme 
necessitates the augmentation and- im- 
provement of the Indian police force, in 
whieh direction reform is sadly needed. 
News from Simla. 

The Railway Conference has just closed 
hero, and the Managers and Agents of 
the Lines who have been attending it will 
disperse this week. The appointment of 
a Secretary for all railways in India has 
finally been decided on ; his headquarters 
will probably be at Jubbulpore. An Act 
of the Home Legislature is published 
repealing the condition of the Indian 
Council’s Act, which requires the six 
Members of the Viceroy’s Executive 
Council to t the Public Works.

An Observatory for Ceylon. 

_ Asum of Rs. 20,500 is to be included 
in’ next year’s estimates for the long- 
talked-of Observatory for Ceylon. The 
Secretary of State has sanctioned the 
expenditure of this sum. The Obser- 
vatory will serve three purposes. It will 
enable Colombo to record its own time, 
enable better meteorological results to be 
obtained, and will provite a home for the 
seismograph which arrived three years ago 
and is lying unopened at the ‘Technical 
College. To Sir Henry Blake, we un- 
derstand, is due the decision to establish 
this generally useful institution. 


Lord Kitchener

Mr. Marks’ Victory.

ther at the last contested election in 1892, 
- it — There is no means of 
judging how many Unionists voted against 
Mr. Marks, and how many spuaiaed feces 
voting; but if the results of other by- 
elections form any criterion the majority 
would have been considerably reduced 
even with a reputable Conservative can- 
didate, so that it may be fairly concluded 
that no more than « couple of hundred 
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Unionists sacrificed party feeling to the 
desire of being represented by an honest 
man to the extent of voting for the 
Liberal candidate. But although Mr. 
Marks has won the seat I do not think he 
can feel very happy. He received no 
letters of encouragement either from Mr.

Motor Car. 

Public attention will doubtless be more! 
than over directed to the danger of 
motoring by the accident which occurred 
yesterday to the Duke of Connaught. 
Near Edinburgh his car camo into 
collision with a cart and was almost torn 
in two. The Duke was thrown out on to 
the pathway, and picked up almost un- 
conscious, bleeding from a scalp-wound 
‘and atorn ear. Fortunately the scalp- 
wound proves to be superticial, and no 
serious consequences are apprehended ; 
but there is no doubt that the prince 
had very narrow escape. There is 
no inherent reason, of course, that 






























‘a motor-car should be more dangerous 
than a horse-drawn vehicle. It can, when 
in perfect order, be more easily and 
accurately guided than a horse; but 
although enthusiastic automobilists try| 
to persuade us that the proportion 
of accidents is not greater with motor- 
cars than with “ hippomobiles,” statis- 
tics would surely tell s different tale. 
The high rate of speed in which automo- 
bilists indulge is the reason which 
naturally occurs to one. This particular 
accident, however, seems to have been 
primarily due to an oasily removable 
tause, In Scotland, slow-moving carts 
re not required to carry lights at night 
the cart with which the Duke's cai 
collided was unlighted; otherwise no 
doubt the accident would have been’ 
avoided.

Boundary Stones.—The following letter 
regarding German registered land lots is 
read and ordered for publication :— 

Shanghai, 8th November, 1904. 

Sin—In reply to your letter of the 
27th October I am directed by H. 1. G. 
‘M.’s Consul-General to inform you that 
the system of detaining new title-deeds 
for land until the boundary stones have 
been erected, will be adopted by the land 
office of this Consulate, so far as the lots 
rogistored in our Land-Register are con- 
corned, under the following conditions: 

(1) The certificates must bo issued by 
the Cadastral office with the least possible 
delay and must not be withheld for any 
foasons unconnected with the question 
‘of boundary stones. 

(2) In cases whero the renter is unable 
to erect the stones through obstruction 
onthe part of the neighbouring owners, 

tives, or others, it shall be at the 
discretion of this office to issue the deed 
without the production of the certificate, 
should the circumstances or the case 
appear to justify a course. 

(8) In any case, the issue of the deed 
without production of certificate shall 
be at the discretion of the Land officer 
whore special circumstance, have arison. 

(4) It is to be distinctly understood 
that the above system will be discontinued

the regular issue of title-deeds by this

The Annual Meeting. 

Quite unexpectedly to the local com- 
mitteo of Indies who push so energeti- 
cally the interests of the Tion Tsu Hui 
in. and around Shanghai at the head- 
quarters of the Society, the Prosident 
(Mra Archibald Little) was opportunely 
ablo to visit this port in time to attend | 
the annual mocting held yesterday, by) 
Kind permission of Mrs. Reid, in_ the | 
drawing room of 10, Nanking Road. 
Thore was a full attendance of sym-| 
pathisers with the cause to meet Dr.| 
F. L. Hawks-Pott when ho roso to call | 
the meeting to orde=. 

In opening the proceedings tho Chai 
man congratulated tho members on the 
fact that the work had grown to such an 
extent; on their having secured tho 
active co-operation of many more of the 
highest officials in the land, soveral 
Vicoroys and Governors having put out 
proclamations during the year; on 
their work being done by persuasion 
instead of by force; and on the 
single-minded devotion of their Pre- 
tident, who soemod to have solved 
the problem of _porpetual motion. 
‘At tho beginning, tho society had mot 
with a good desl of ridicule, and its pro- 
moters wore told thst they wore inter- 
fering unnecessarily with the customs of 
the poople; but it could not now be 
denied that they were assisting very suc- 
cossfully in ing tho women of the 
ast to that position which the women of 
the West had already at 
which was one of the redeoming features 
of Western civilisation.

Allen, Mrs. Grin, Mrs. Hippisley, and 
Mrs. ‘Walshe. One vacancy had’ been 
filled by the appointment of Mrs. Dunn 
who was formerly the Hon. Secretary at 
Amoy. Mrs. Eikins had resigned’ the 
position of Hon. Treasurer and the 
duties were now being performed by Mrs. 
Cornfoot. Mrs. Carl had kindly taken to 
the St. Louis Exposition 200 pairs of 
Chinese shoes, which it was hoped to dis- 
pose of there for the bouefit of the 
Society ; the result had not been reported 
yet. After a reference in glowing terms 
to the unremitting labours of Mrs. 
Archibald Little, the Secretary read ox- 
tracts from the reports sont in by the 
istrict Secretaries, many of whom were 
able to write of really remarkable success 
for their propaganda, whole bodies of 
women having abandoned the prac- 
tice of foot-binding at once. Loud ap- 
plause followed tho reading of the ro- 
port. 

Mrs, Archibdd Little moved the adop- 
tion of tho report, but before doing so 
addressed herself to the meeting as 
President of the Society. She expressed 
the regret felt by all +t the retirement 
of Mrs, Edkins from a post sho had 
hold for close on ten years, and said 
th t happily the Society would not lose 
tho benefit of Mrs. Edkins’ ad 
nltogether. Mrs. Little then paid a tribu 
to the hard work done by the Secretaries 
who often achieved results for which 
she (the speaker) was given the credit. 
Mrs. Rex and Mrs. Reid in Shanghai 
accomplished much and the arrangements 
for the present meeting had been entirely 
made by them. Tho value of the mis- 
sionary printing offices in the intorior 
was next gratefully mentioned, and it 
ws remarked that there ws * great 
opening for missionary enterprise of that 
charactor xt Yunnanfu. It was stated 
that all but three of China's Viceroys had: 
now issued anti-footbinding proclama- 
tions. H.E. Chou Fu had not yet bad 
time to get to Nanking, but it ought to 
be possible to prevail on the Viceroy at 
Fonchow to send out a proclamation. 
Porhaps some Indios presout would 
torest themselves specially in that mat- 
tor. Mrs. Little had herself made some 
endeavour to move the remaining official, 
the Viceroy of Kansu, though success was 
there somewhat difficult to achieve; in 
‘0 of all the imperial decrees and the 
growing feeling against binding in high 
Places, the Indies of some of the principal 
yaméns of Kansu were so crippled that 
they wero only able to crawl about their 
‘own yaméns on their knees. Mrs. Little 
supplemented the reports of the wor in 
the interior by giving particulars of her 
own meetings recontly held in Shantung 
‘Among other places the great college at 
Weihsien was chosen for a meeting and 
very encouraging receptions were given 
there, and indeed wherever meetings wore 
arranged. In conclusion Mrs. Little refer- 
red to her recent journey through Yunnan 
and mentioned thstalthough she had been 
able to hold meetings in many important 
places not re-dily accessible, »nd in 
widely sopsrated p-rts of the Empire, 
during the year, there had beon no 
‘expense caused to the Society for travel- 
ling, except in tho casa of one joutnoy 
to Soochow, costing $7. ;

DELAYED MAILS.

“Nonra-Cmya Dany News.”

Provincial Treasurer of Kiangning (Nan- 
nd ‘Treasurer-designate of Shantung, 
eve, will probably remain where he 
is in Nanking, for the present, nt least, as

foreign dip'omatic intercourse. ‘The two 
are old friends, for when Chou Fu was

Viceroy-designate of tho Liang- 
king provinces, having had his departure 
from Tsingtao delayed on Monday, did 
not lenve that port for Shanghai until 
Tuceday, at noon, and so will not arrive 
here until some time morning. It 
is as yet uncertain whether on getting 
to Woosung his Excellency will come 
up to the Settlements by train or proceed 
straight to the Kinleoyuen Wharves 
in tho Hsincbi, which is bringing him 
from Tsingtao. We understand that 
Viceroy Chon Fu will reside at thi 
Bureau of Foreign Affairs, on the Bub- 
dling Well Bord, and will remain here 
three or four days, so as to time his 
arrival at Nanking’ day before the 
date (30th November) set for taking over 
his soals of office from H.E. Tuan Fang. 
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‘The Rebellion in Kyangsi. 

Native newspapers published in Canton 
report’ that on the 29th ultimo a large 
body of rebels, hither$e holding the pre- 
fecture of S2‘énfu, suddenly attacked the 
Minotse aboriginal district city of Hsin- 
ch‘énghsien, distant about thirty miles 
from the prefectural city of Ch'ingyuan- 
fu, Tho rebels first rushed the walled 
cantonments of the Misotso mil

‘The military and civil authorities were 
completely ‘taken by surprise, and tho 
Misotse chief, who is hereditary district 
magistrate of Heinch'8oghsien, was finally 
compelled to abandon his city with such 
of bis tribe as had escaped. massacro at 
the hands of the rebels. It is furthor 
reported that as soon as the ‘rebels 
appeared inside the walls, tho regular 
troops divested themselves of their uni- 
forms and joined the former in plundo 
ing the unfortunate aborigines. Tke 
latter, led by their chief, finally mado 
good their retreat to Ch‘ingyuanfu, but 
had to abandon all their worldly goods 
to their plunderers, Viceroy Tsén is now 
investigating the matter. Another paper 
also reports the capture by the Govern- 
ment troops of a robel stronghold callod 
Szepaohsii, near Lochénghsien, which lat- 
tor city it will boromembered was captured 
by the rebels with much slanghter last 
September, and subsequently retaken by 
the troops. It appeared ithat the rebels 
at Szepaohsii numbered nearly 6,000 
well-armed mon, but the troops, some 
8,000 in number, attacked tho pla 
which, by the way, poasoases a stono we 
with a broad moat, in the depth of the 
night in the midst of a storm, and 
surprising the rebels, captured | their 
stronghold with the loss of compara- 
tively few men.

In time, wl 
Wang Chih-chun became a Governor, his 
benefactor on the other hand ‘had 
become greatly reduced in circumstances 
and naturally expected to receive assist- 
ance from his now powerful and wealthy 
friend. It is alloged that the ex-Govern- 
or’s benefactor was greatly disappointed 
is expectations—in fact it appeared 
that the great man had lost all recollec- 
tion of his alleged benefactor. This 
naturally embittered the man against the 
ex-Governor with the result depicted in 
the foregoing. We cannot vouch for the 
truth of this story but this is what has 
been going the rounds since Saturday 
evening's ocourrence as related by those 
who pretend to “know all about it.”

THE RATSTOROPNY 
AFFAIR. 


The L.-C. 8. Lienshing, which left Che- 
foo for Shanghai on the morning of the 
18th instant, arrived here on Sunday morn- 
ing. Conversation with her officers 
throws a little light upon the incident of 
the blowing up of the Russian torpedo- 
boat-destroyer Ratstoropny. The Lien- 
shing arrived in Chefoo harbour shortly 
after 9 a.m. on Wednesday morning, the 
16th instant. For 36 hours previous to 
hsr arrival she had been weathering a 
N.-W. squall, with continual snow—practi 
cally a blizzard. Arrived at Chefoo, she 
saw the Ratstoropny at anchor there, the 
torpedo-boat-destroyer having arrived 
some three hours previously. Retween 11 
a.m. and noon a bost put off from the Rat- 
storopny, with officers on board who paid 
a visit to the Chinese cruiser Haiyung. 
After an interview that lasted about 
three hours, the boat put back. 

About 7 o'clock that evening, those on 
board the Lienshing heard three distinct 
reports. They saw nothing, however, 
aithough anchored not far. from the 
Ratstoropny. Having heard during the 
day that Japanese craisers and torpedo- 
boat-destroyers had been sighted outside 
the harbour, they naturally thought that 
those vessels had arrived. Watching 
and seeing nothing, they concluded that. 
the reports heard were those of rockets. 

At daylight next day, however, they 
saw that the Russian torpedo-boat-des- 
troyer had been blown up, apparently by 
her crew. At low tide her funnels were 
some three feet above water, and beforo 
a guard was placed in the vicinity her 
masts were scaled by several curious 








- | spectators, trophies being also obtained 


in the shape of life-buoys and fittings. A 
conversation with some of the Ratsto- 
ropny’s orew, who spoke a little English, 
elicited very little information, the mon 
speaking very guardedly. They said that 
during the squall four Russian tor- 
pedo-boat-destroyors had emerged from 
Port Arthur, all with similar dispatches, 
their objective being Chefoo, but what 
had happened to the other three vessels 
they didnot know. Asked if the des- 
truction by their own hands of their 
‘own vessel was not a great expense to 








their nation they replied that the safo| 


carriage of the dispatehes for St. Peters- 
burg was full recompense for the loss 
of all four boats. 

Next morning, the 17th instant, some 
Japancse torpedo-boat-destroyers made 
their appearance, and it was reported 
that they bad accounted for two Russian 
torpedo-boat-destroyers, and the Rat- 
storopny being in harbour, there was 
yet one unaccounted for. 

The Lienshing left Chefoo on the 11th 
instant in the morning, and off the N. E. 
Promentory sighted the I.-C. 8. Yiksang 
which had been stopped and spoken by 
a Japanese cruiser—apparently the Suma. 
‘The Lienshing saw the Suma, but at the 
time she was busily engaged signalling to 
‘a largo steamer flying the French flag. 

















PHOTOGRAPHY IN 
THE FIELD.

In putting together these few remarks 
on “Photography in the Field,” I ox- 
perienced a certain amount of difficulty 
‘on account of the number of incidents 
connected with the subject. I havo 
therefore been obliged rather to touch 
‘on some of the various parts than to go 
very deeply into each, for it is impossible 
in the short time at my disposal to do 
more 


Size of Camera. 

With regard to size of camera there 
can be no hard and fest rule. Whstever 
camera you have, I feel sure that it is 
quite possible to do satisfactory work 
with it. I was looking at a text book 
the other day, and it was recommended 
that where direct prints were the object 
12” x10" was the best size, but where 
enlargements were going to be made—the 
modest quartor-plate was the most suit- 
ble. OF course 12” x 10” is an »dmirable 
size, but would be found very unwieldy 
in the field, and you would require a 
couple of coolies to carry your gear. The 
expense of working in such a size is also 
pretty considerable, andI doubt very 
much if there is sufficient subject matter 
in and around Shanghai. Therefore let 
no one be discouraged, because even if 
it isa Brownie, something oan be done 
with it. 

It is interesting to note in this con- 
nection the methods of some of the best 
workers at home. Quite a number of 
them have recently been advocating the 
use of a quarter-plate magazine hand- 
camera. If tho resulting negative is a 
good one, enlarge it to whatever sizo 
you fancy. If it does not turn out quite 
as you wish, take another and pro- 
bably with your previous experience the 
second attempt will be all right. 


Subjects. 

The first thing we want when wo 
start out with the cam 
to take, and in order to mi 
photograph interesting and suco 
is very necessary that we choose a good 
subject. It is ignorance of the essential 
conditions necessary to attain this 
desired end that leads so many to failure. 
It by no means follows that because a 
subject is pretty or attractive to th 
it will therefore serve as the basis 
successful photograph. 

Before attempting to photograph a 
particular scene which may appear to 
form suitable material for an exposure, 
an endeavour should be made to antlyse 
it, and find out why it attracts. Pos- 
sibly it will be on account of its colour- 
ing, and if so, despite the use of iso- 
chromatic plates, the probability is that 
the photographic result will be extrot 
ly disappointing. Many a time I havo 
seen what I thought was something good 
ico masses of foliage of varying tints 
that looked exquisite to the eye—but the 
result was most miserable, for the 
different greens were not represented 
by a variety of tones and the 
various planes were not by any means 
clearly defined. The whole thing was 
just one fist mass. The eye must there- 
fore be trained to eliminate colour when 
judging the suitability of a scene. Let 
your subject be as simple as possible. 
We know that the lens unfortunately 
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takes in everything that is put before it, 


therefore put as little as you porsibly | fing 


can in front of it. 
Lighting. 

Whatever may be the nature of the 
subject the greatest attention must be 
paid to the lighting. It is of the utmost 
importance that light and shadow be 
properly balanced in order to 
objects depicted an appearance of rel 
which adds so much to the artistic 
quality of the picture. It is 
to cultivate the | 
ther the lighting of 
fore taking it, and 
don’t waste a plate on it, for it 
bea failure. If you always endeavour to 
have the source of light either over your 
right or left shoulder you will not be far 
wrong. Don’t get it right behind you or 
there will be no shadows at all, only an 
unpleasant flatness. The making of many 
‘a landscape picturo.is in the lighting, 
and few photographers, I think, appre- 
ciato this matter at its true seriousness. 














Shadows. 

‘After the lights perhaps the shadows 
ofa picture require attention, for they 
naturally fall in with the lights, ‘The I 
and interest .of a landscape view f 
quently lio largely in the shadows and 
many @ good picture just misses excel- 
Tonce because the shadows have not been 
carefully managed. Tho middle course 
ie tho best one to take. “ Exposo for the 
shadows and let the high lights take ca 
‘of themselves,” is tho old rale, but it 
entails very careful development indeod 
or you will lose the detail in the high 
lights altogether 

‘Good strong shadows give life, colour, 
and porspective to a picture, but heavy 
black opaque shadows throw it into 
mourning at once. To get transparency 
of shadows—that is to say, shadows with 
jo throngh them—adequate

ject and then another. Ho forgets that 
the eyeball is turned in one direction and 
then another as we change the lines of 
vision. He forgets that the focal length 
of the eye lens is continually being 
altered as wo look at objects at different 
Gistances. Finally he forgets that one's 
optical or mental attention is only given 
to one small part of the scene at once. 
For instance in an open landscape wo 
may be attracted by a beautiful patch of 
coloured flowers and not notice some other 
chjects only a few feot away. These 
fre to the eye mere vague forms, 
patches of light and shade. It is not 
patil eye attention is given to them that 
wo observe their shape and forms, and by 
this time the flowers have’ slipped ont of 


focus. 








It is oasy to prove 
er some 12 or 15 inches from your 
eye and look at it, that is say, foous your 
eye on it. You will not at the same 
time seo clearly objects beyond on the 
other side of the room, but as soon as 
you shift your gaze to these objects the 

fades into greatly softened out- 
line. This is of course rather an extreme 
case, as we do not include in our pictures 
objects as near as 12 inches, but the 
principle is the same. 

‘By using a small enough stop we can 
get nearly everything on the ground glass 
in sharp focus, but the question is, do we 
want to get all in sharp focus? This 
depends on what our aim is. If we wish 
for a purely topographical record of bare 
facts we may wish to have sll parts 
sharply defined, but if we wish to make 
a plossing picture we shall not want all 
parts equally sharply defined. In that 
case how are we to discriminate as to 
which parts shall be in and which parts 
out of focus? This in turn depends upon 
what impression we wish to convey with 
our picture. 

‘First decide which is the object of 
chief interest in the scone and then with 
‘a large stop get this nice and sharp. By 
way of an example wo will suppose this 
to be situated in the middle distance. 
Now by changing from the large stop to 
‘one somewhat smaller, you will be able, 
by a turn of the focussing screw, to 
tain the desired amount of sharpness in 
at the same time 
your far distance slightly less 
sharp. ‘Then for the foreground uso a 
still smaller stop and a little more ad- 
justment and you will get the foreground 
sufficiently sharp that the eye may soe it 
‘and know quite well what it is without 
ing especially attracted by it 
Buskin's Remarks. 

In connection with this subject of 
focussing, it is interesting to note the 
remarks of Ruskin, the greatest art critic 
jast century. 

“Modern Painters” he writes 
as follows 

«Take the commonest, closest, most 
familiar thing and strive to draw it verily 
as you see it. Be sure of this last fact, 
for otherwise you will find yourself con- 
tinually drawing not what’ you see but 
what you know.” 

He then suggests drawing a book-cxso 
with the titles on the books, and the 
patterns on the bindings from about 
three yards away. You are to draw 
them “simply as they appear, giving the 
perfect look of lettering, which, nover- 
theless, must be (as you will find it on 
most of the books) absolutely illegible. 
You will soon begin to understand under 
what a universal law of obscurity we live) 
and perceive that all distinct drawing 
'be bad drawing. 

‘This is a pretty sweeping assertion, but! 
itis true and it is well to bear this 
mind when focussing, for it is here tl 
we can begin to give the picture that 
air of mystery and obscurity that art 
Gemands. Farther treatment of the 
negative and of the print daring priuting 
‘will don great deal towards reproducing 
the scone s we saw or imagined it and 
not as the lens saw it. 

Subject and Composition. 

In choosing a subject some single ob- 
ject or motive ought to be chosen for 
Sach picture, and this object or motive 




























































Ought to be suficiently striking, interest 
ing or suggestive to justify the ure. 
‘An object which is neither striking, in- 


teresting, nor suggestive had better not 


‘Hold up one | everything else must be. subordinated to 


it. All objects not necessary or direotly 
connected with the principal one should 
be excluded if possible. If thie is. .not 
practicable an endeavour should be mado 
to arrange them so that the lighting 
makes them far less conspicuous, or throw 
them a little out of focus, then they are 
not so likely to arrest the attention. 

‘The primary consideration in land- 
perhaps more especially, but in all 
serious work is composition. Composi- 
tion deals first with the grouping of ob- 
jects ; with the relation of masses as in 
the proportions of earth and sky; with 
the direction and relation of lines; with 
the distribution of light and shadow; and 
finally with all the sundry details pecu- 
liar to each picture. 

‘The most important element in many 
compositions is the sky-line, or the line 
dividing the sky from the earth and the 
objects resting on it. This line may be 
straight, broken or undulating. In either 
case the whole character of the picture is 
s0 wuch affected by it that we may safely 
say that it gives us the key to the whole 
picture. 

‘The proportion which the sky shall 
bear to the foreground is of considerable 
importance. In general, a low horizon 
gives the effect of distance while a high 
skyline gives the opposite effect. As 
rale, almost without exception, the sky- 
ould not bisect the plate. 

Lights and shadows aro apt to fall into 
masses, and such blocks of light and shade 
affect the picture very considerably. No 
general rule can be given for the man- 
agement of these masses, except that 
they must be always carefully handled. 
Frequently we come across a creek scone 
which seems to be excellent—the lines of 
the water are pleasing, the sun is in the 
right position and illumines one side of 
the picture splendidly, but the other side 
which adds so much to the composition 
of the picture contains a mass of high 
‘bamboo which are all in shade and cast a 
shadow half-way across the creck. No 
exposure will reconcile these two op- 
posites, so the only thing is to leave it 
Alone till a day when the sun is not shin- 
ing and the light is therefore more under 
control. 

It frequently happens that the com- 
position is dominated by certain lines. 
‘They may be formed by atree-trunk, bridge, 
roadway, piece of water, etc. ; whatever it 
is, they very often give a senso of por- 
spective to the scene and must be 
tended to. They must not go right 
across the picture, otherwise it is eut into 
two pieces, nor must they go right up the 
centre. They must not be too straight, 
but arcangod as far as practicable in 
graceful curves. 

Use of the Swing Back. 

It is essential for good work that the 
camera should be provided with what 
termed a “swing back.” This me 
that the bick of the camera which 
receives the dark slide is so pivoted that 
it can be swung ont of the vertionl posi- 
tion to slant either backwards or for- 
wards. In landscape photography this 
provision is often of value, as it enables a 
better general focns to be secured, but 
ite chief use is when photographing 
buildings and for such work it is abso- 
lately essential. It frequently happens 
that in order to include the whole of a 
building from a particular standpoint, 
the camer has to be pointed upwards,

The swing back will also 
be found useful in such cases as taking a 
portrait of @ person sitting down or 
when taking the interior of a’small room, 
although, in these two cases all that is 
nec can be obtained by shortening 
the legs of the tripod stand. By doing 
thisjwhen photographing room, a much 
more pleasing result is obtained, as the 
tops fof chairs and tables are not so 
‘accentuated. 


Exposure. 

Estimating the exposure is perbaps 
the most difficult thing that the beginner 
has to face. The variations of light and 
‘of subjects, all of which, to obtain the 
best results, require separate treatment in 
this respect, constitute a puzzle which 
is not easily solved by other means than 
‘that of experience, and wasting a lot of 
plates. Phetography is not s matter 
which oan be burried without incressing 
the chances of failure, and of all things 
connected with it, exposure cannot be. 
‘Time mast be taken and thought bestow- 
ed. It is far better to wait for a bright 
‘and satisfactory light than to hurry 
mattere and obtain a flat picture and 
one devoid of the merits it would possess 
under more favourable conditions, which 
for the time being were lacking.

Alll those must be taken into nocount 
bofore tho shutter is released.

Clouds, 

In order to complete your picture and 
atthe same time improve it, you must 
see that the space occupied by the sky 
is not represented by blank paper. The 

in either blue or groy or else covered 
with olouds—it should never, therefore, 
be left a white space in the photograph. 
In some cases it is possible and advisable 
to get clouds and subject in the same 
negative, but more often it is not pos- 
sible and they have to be printed in from 
separate cloud negatives. In those da; 
of orthochromatic plates and screens 
much easier to get clouds in your scene 
than it was formerly, but it does not 
necessarily follow that because you h: 
taken the scene as it was, you ha 
secured 8 beautiful photograph. You 
have been true to nature but the result 
may not bea picture. It is very neces- 
sary therefore to make a collection of 
these cloud effects, and to expose plates 
whenever the opportunity occurs for uso 
with subsequent suitable land or sea- 


























scapes. 

In taking cloud photographs it is best 
to include “a narrow strip of landscape— 
perhaps 8 quarter of an inch at tho 
bottom of the plate. I donot mean that 
thia piece of landsoape is to be consider- 
ed in exposing but by having it on the 
plate you are enabled to locate the 
horizon when Printing the clouds into 





unable to get within reasonable distance 
of the horizon, it will be better for you 
not to take that cloud picture, for clouds, 
like everything else, aro governed by the 
laws of perspective and it would be 
ridioulous to put over-head clouds near 
the horizon. 

With regard to exposure for the clouds, 
it is not an easy matter to decide. 
During the day-time it must be very 
short and it is almost impossible to unde: 
expose, but towards evening the light 
gets much weaker or it may be « yellow 
or red sunset ; then the exposure must be 
considerably lengthened. The only wa: 
isto make some experiments and not 
carefully the results. As first trial, 
shut down your djaphragm to F. 32 
and give it about 4 of a second. 

Hand Cameras. 

In my foregoing remarks nothing has 
been said about the hand camera ; near! 
everything applied to the stand oamora 
and this, as our President advised, is 
much the best form of camera for a be- 
ginner. A beginner learns so much more 
by being able to compose and think out 
his picture on the ground glass before 
exposing plate, whereas the hand-camera 
man has mentally to reduce the scene 
before him to the dimensions of his plate 
and decide if it will do. 

One of the first things you must learn 
is to hold the camora perfectly steady, 
the slightest fatal. It 























. 
lightest 
movement of the camera will spoil the 
photograph. 

Release tho shutter gently whether it 
by pressing the button, pulling « 
string, or moving a lever. Never strain 
or jork it or your picture will be blurred. 

Hold the camera upright and level, 
Nover tilt it forwards or backwards unless 
you havo a swing back to compensate ; 
otherwise tho walls of any buildings that 
may be included in the picture will be 
very much distorted. 

Look to the height you hold the 
camera when exposing. A good height 
for all round work is three or four feet 
but special subjects will require different 
treatment ; if you are taking little child- 
ren, you will find it better to lower the 
camera to the level of their heads or even 
lower. 

Never givo a longer exposure than 
one-tenth of a second without putting the 
camera on a tripod or some firm object. 
If you attempt longer exposures than 
this you may perhaps be successful, but 
more often you will have a blurred 
picture. 

Always take care that the background 
for a figure is not a blank sky, or the 
tone-rendering of the face will he unna- 
turally dark, even though the sun be 
behind the camera. It is far better to 
place your subject a short distance from 
some dark object, whenever possible. 

If the band-camera worker would but 
recollect that, using his instrument solely 
asa hand camera, he is only half a 
photographer, that is, he is only furnished 
with half ordinary photographer's 
powers—many a disappointment might 
be avoided, many a plate saved, and 
many an interested beginner prevented 
from throwing up the pursuit in disgust, 
because of frequent failure, 

The photographer with camera on 
stand in the ordinary way has precisely 
and identically the same means of very

How to Hold the Hand Camera. 

It is not very easy manner to recom- 
mend a best method, because #0 much 
depends on the subject and the position 
of the photographer in relation to it.

SOME HINTS TO 
TRAVELLERS.

I have always heard that among 
places of amusement in Chi 
stock yards are the ones not to miss. On 
iny way there in one of the fastest and 
most luxurious trains Ihave ever travelled 
in, I made inquiries about the kind of 
amusement offered at the stock yards 
and was informed that ono could 
diggost killing of pigs and oattl 
world and that a comfortabl 
erected for visitors to see it done. I did 
not go to tho stock yards. I sought 
amusement at the ond furthest removed 
from them, but did not find one single 
thing to tempt me to forget that I was 
on the spot where the biggest killing in 
the world, was going on day by day. I 
remained forty-eight hours in the city and 
loft before I had recovered from my 
amaroment that a city of such magnitude 
and with such b ildings, stroots, and parks! 
can have been created in the short period 
of fifty years. I asked myself over aud 
over again: How will Shanghai look fifty 
years after the country behind it has 
been opened up and the people made to 
feel they have the right to live and enjoy 
life as much as anyone else, high or low, 
and that theso rights will be upheld and 
respected? Why, the answer of course is 
that Shanghai will be the other pivot, 
London being the original one, round 
which our giddy world will spin,’ There 
is not a place in the world with anything 
like the situation Shanghai has, the 
Yangtze and the whole of China at its 
back, Japan, Corea, Formosa, and the 
Philippines in front, only a couple of 
days away. Our city fathers should 
remember what are the future require- 
ments of the present settlement destined 
as it is to be the centre of « city that 
will on one side reach to Woosung and 
beyond, taking up both sides of the river. 

From Chicago, where I motored a 
good deal, but without liking it, mach 
preferring the stroot cars, I took the 
night express to Rochester which, as far 
at the residenti I part goes, is the finest 
town Ihave seen anywhere. It is like 
an immense and beautiful park with 
fine broad avenues running through it 
in every direction, while here and there 
half-hidden among the trees and foliage 
nestled villus in great variety of style 
and beauty, and nowhere a sign of a 
fence, nor even a hedge to mark 
the boundaries between the properties. 
I inquired what protection they had 
against burglars and they replied that! 
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such people never came to Rochester, 
which I hope is true. In the evening I 
was taken seven or eight miles out of 
town to the shores of Lake Ontario, where 
at a large establishment of the same name 
we enjoyed a fine dinner and afterwards 
‘a very exciting ride in order to catch the 
train, and I more firmly than ever made 
up my mind that motoring is foolish, 
unless people cannot get enough excite- 
ment in xny other way and even then. 
But for those who require it, motoring 
offers chances that can only compare 
with those offered by ballooning. All one 
has to do is to start out on a dark night 
‘on @ narrow road, increase the speed to 
thirty miles an hour, extinguish the lamps 
and keeping the up, trust to 
Providence. It is thrilling! I was able to 
get on board my train just as it was 
moving out of the station and next 
morning I was in New York. 

Before I finish with railways I must 
relate for the benefit of innocents such 
as myself a little incident which happened 
tome. It was about eight o'clock in the 
morning when I went into the next car 
bat one to get my breakfast ; the dining- 
car looked fresh and inviting so 1 sat down 
near a window and was soon discussing 
some very good coffee, ham, and Graham 

, when the train stopped and a few 
minutes after a train passed, not an 
unusual occurrence and to me of little 
moment until between two bites I noticed 
my own green Japanese kimono! just 
as I had flung it balf-so-hour before into 
my sleeper. I called the waiter and 
asked where the train was off to. He 
replied to St. Louis! And he added 
that the train I was in was going to 
Chicago. It did not take moe long to 
catch that train and rescue my kimono 
und other belongings ; thanks to the 
flaring green of my Japanese garb. 
Moral : don’t leave your car unless it is 
in motion: or if youdo make sure your 
train will not be cut up and its divi- 
sions sent in all directions during your 
absence. 

Another amusing little incident in con- 
nection with dining cars is as follows: 
Having no small change I went into the 
dining car to ask the waiter to change 
a $20 bill for me, also to make of 
places at dinner for my party. I thought 
it an excellent opportunity for a whisky 
and soda so had one. When I wished to 
pay, the waiter said: “Better wait and 
pay after dinner;” but I wanted the 
0 insisted on paying, at which 
the waiter remarked: “Oh! vory well, I 
suppose you do uot want your folks to 
kuow!” 

When [commenced these letters I had 
‘hazy idea that some of my experiences 
might prove useful to other innocents 
going abroad by way of the Huangpu, 
‘and the fact that I have just had to buy 
a new trunk has stirred up that “ wish to 
be useful” corner; therefore when you 
buy trunks don’t buy them of steel. I 
bought two in the Nanking Road just 
before I started aud was immensely 
pleased with my purchase, so light, so 
solid, so burglar proof, etc., etc., wood 
and leather were not in it, this is the age 
of steel, and so forth; but I was s 
what disgusted to find that the coolie in 
bringing the trunks along had run against 
something and the big trunk had a most 
elegant bulge on one side. However there 
was no time to trouble about it as the 
Siberia would certainly not wait for me 
to discuss the matter with the coolie, 80 
I proceeded to pack as fast as I was able, 
and it was with immense satisfaction that 
I set on the trunk and heard the lock 
snap into place. This was no sooner done 








































than I saw a small 
protruding from the T unlocked the 
runk and stuffed the offending habili 
ment in and again heaved a sigh of satis- 
faction when I heard the lock snap into 
place. When next I beheld my property, 
there was something protruding from tl 
otherside! The next time I made a 
quaintance with my new steel trunks was 
on the wharf at San Francisco; they 
then presented the appearance of having 
been round the baggage-room fighting all 
the other tranks in succession, and look- 
ed as disreputable as a chopped dollar. 
One had burst open and deposited my 
belongings around about. Tho baggage 
master explained that wasa little way 
steel trunks had, and this proved truo, 
for whenever I ‘had an interview with 
my trunks I found them a wee bit open, 
shedding small articles by the way ; and 
this notwithstanding that they ‘were 
boun 1 about with stout cords. On reach- 
ing London I still retained my great coat 
and the heavier articles, 80 proceeded to 
obtain a new outfit, not of steel but 
leather, I paid the porter two gs 
und sixpence to relieve me of the shells 
of the Nanking Road, and a tailor twenty 
shillings to free my clothes of the blue 
Incquer the inside of the trunk had shed 
during the voyage. 

While in New York I stayed at tho 
Waldorf-Astoria, supposed to be one of 
the best hotels thero, and it was without 
a doubt very comfortable and interesting. 
It is worth while to spend a few hours 
looking over the hotel for which guides 
are furnished on demand. Each flat has 
its sopxrate service with a clerk night and 
day to see that orders aro carried out, 
telephones in all the rooms, ete.; only one 
mast find out how to uso all these con- 
veniences. For instance I rang the bell for 
some tea, n gold-laced gentleman appoar- 
ed who told me I should have rung twice 
This I proceeded to do anda small but- 
ton appeared who told me in a good- 
natured kind of way, and as if pitying my 
ignorance, that he would find me thy 
gentleman who would supply my wants. 
A gentleman did appear who instructed 
me how to get at him again without the 
help of the middle man. 

I suppose everybody, except ignor nt 
mo, has heard of Coney Island? I had 
not and was devoured with a desire to 
investigate s0 I boarded tho overhead 
electric and in little more than an hour 
I found myself deposited at the entrance 
toa fairy palace, where every kind of 
amusement was offered at vory reasonable 
prices. It seemed to me that it offered 
much more than the Pike at the World’s 
Fair. Some to whom I spoke later smiled 
at my appreciation of Coney Island, and 
I suppose it is intended for the people, 
but all [can say is that the people know 
how to have a very good time of it. 
None of them seemed to be the least bit 
bored and all whom [ saw there wero 
nice and well-behaved. Returning on the 
cara it was quite pathetic to soe how 
happily tired they all seemed to be from 
their Sunday out. One young pair had 
fallen asleep leaning on one another, and 
they slept such a peaceful, happy sleep 
that the memory will remain with mo 
long after I shall have forgotten the other 
beautiful things I saw in New York. 

To get on board the Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosso took almost an hour and 
when I got there the ship was simply 
crammed with passengers and friends 
seeing them off. I met several passengers 
from the East all of whom had been 
asked to pay extra, though they had 
through tickets, for the privilege of 
travelling by this fast steamer. I know 
of two who refused to pay extra and 
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wore told they could not go ; how- 
ever they insisted and were told they 
would be lodged accordingly, i.e., share 
‘a four-passeuger cabin. Eventually they 
were as comfortably lodged as any one 
alse. | had uot booked through and had 
to pay $150 (gold) for an ordinary first- 
class Through passengers from the 
East would do well to have a thorough 
understanding with their agents in 
Shanghai as to what steamers they have 
a right to croas the Atlantic in, and what- 
cabins on them they are entitled to; a first 
class passage moans from £10 to £30 
according to the speed of the steamer, 
‘and also as to where thé in is situated. 
‘The Kaisor was a fine ship, of course, but 
I must admit that the Biberia was far 
more comfortable and roomy, though we 
were very crowded there. We had a fine 
passage and arrived in London by train 
from Plymouth in six days and a few 
hours. It was a delightful change from 
Now York and its horrid skyscrapers to 
lovely Plymouth with houses that made 
‘one think of happy homes. I felt grate- 
ful to the people for these charming 
houses. The road to London is as fine 
‘one a8 one could wish to travel through. 
No overpowering scenery, lovely grassy 
hills, gentle vordant slopes, parks of fine 
old trees, everything neat and trim and 
peaceful. 

The finest sight in London next day 
wore the horses ; they wore magnificent, 
sleok, shapely, spirited, docile. And the 
omnibus horses, why there was not one 
that did not look as if he was out for 
ercise fat and glossy from good feeding 
and splendid, careful grooming ; and the 
cab horses wore almost as well kept. In 
fact there is not a poor-looking »uimal 
to be anywhere, and in that 
particular direction London has set 
the world an example that it would be 
an honour for other communities to 
follow. I inquired how this change for 
the bettor had been brought about and 
was told it was the work of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
aided by the Police. Twenty-eight 
years ago, when I was last in London, the 
situation was very different. As a rule 
then the animals were half-starved, ill- 
groomad, and miserable, and the Society 
‘and the Police must be congratulated on 
having effected 80 complete a change in 
80 comparatively short time. Place 
yourself on the steps of the Bank, or of 
the National Gallery in ‘Trafalgar Square, 
and you neod be neither horsey nor a 
connoisseur to enjoy the sight of the 
passing horses, the omnibus horses, with 
their short leisuroly trot, aud easy manner, 
like fat old dandies lounging down to the 
club enjoying small talk the while. The 
horses mske one think of thy eager 
th for 
the moment in getting to tion 
the offic like 
well-fed union mon, willingly doing their 
eight hours of work, but who have no 
reason in the world’ ever to be in haste. 
I put up at the Victoria, and the 
first morning there I took an early 
stroll up Northumberland Aveie and 
w the housomaids shaking carpets, 
mats, and so forth out on the pavements, 
the “ bobby” saying not word and even 
casting admiring glances at the deft 
movements of the damsels. It gave me 
quite a shock and [looked up to Trafal- 
gar Squire to see if they were not 
washing clothes in the fountain and 
hanging them out to dry ow the Lions. I 
am used to it now and Iwill never again 
grumble when I see the boys in onr own 
Model Settlement shaking door mats 
over the streets from the verandahs 
above,

THE WAYS OF 
YAMENS IN CHINA. 











‘The following translation from an order 
isaued by H.E. Chao Brh-sen gives a very 
interesting insight into the litigation 
practiees ia Chinese yaméns. Our corres 
. who sends it to us, says that 

LE. hao was genuinely anxious to re 
form the procedure in the yaméns and 
did effect something, but he was anxious 
todo too much to quickly, and he, of 
course, was not properly backed up. He 
has left a good name ia Hunan, aad 
great pity that he lft his post so soo: 

‘The Governor instructs all Taotais and 
chibfus to give orders to their subordinates 
for the extension of a system whereby the 
prople are themselves to present their 
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are ruined and a large amouat of property 
lost. 

In serious cases of murder or robbery 
with violence, there are examination fees, 
erection of sheds (in which the case is tried 
over the body), and travelling expenses, 
the case is tried in a different hsion to that 
of the magistrate presiding (paid by the 
critainal), the fees for which are still more 
heavy. 

‘Relatives and neighbours are dragged 
in; itis not oue family only that suffe 
Acd all this results from simple litigation. 

If the officials would but exercise a little 
control over their underlin.s, how could 
the people suffer like this? Surely it is not 
that all officials are ignorant, or is it tht 
they know and connive at it? As » matter 
of fact the common people with aching 
heads and sad hearts can only blame their 
rulers. How can the officials take pleasure 
in screening their underlings and sacrificing 
their own fair name? 

T, the Governor, have given much 
thought how to reform this degenerate 

ractice. I have already commanded the 
Provineial Judge to instruct all. Taot 
and chihfus to order the local authoriti 
honestly to reduce the number of their 
uaderlings and to control them. If they 
are doing wrony they must be punished, 
‘and punished severely. But if we wish to 
eradicate this accumulated mass of mal- 
ices the best plan is certainly to 
Introduce gradually a system whereby 
etitions may be prerouted in person. 
"his is the best way to get rid of the 
underling abuse and nt tho same time 
to help the people. A set of Rules 
appended to the Order and the manner of 

‘tending the method is explained at the

RUSSIA AND 
CONTRABAND. 


TEXT OF THE AMERICAN 
PROTEST. 








Washington, 20th September. 

The following is the toxt of the protest 
of the United States Government against 
the decision of the Russian Government 
with regard to the cargo of the steamship 
Arabia. It is in the form of a di 
patch from Mr. Hay to the American 
Ambassador in St, Petersburg, dated 30th 
‘August, and communicated by him to 
Count Lamsdorf: 

The Department has carefully con- 
sidered the note of the Russian Ministor 
of Foreign Affairs, dated 27th July last, 
‘a copy of which is enclosed with your 
dispatch, with reference to the decision 
of the Prize Court in the case of the 
steamship Arabia, containing Arerican 
go, seized by the Russian naval forces 
\d sont to Viadivostock for adjudica- 
tion. As communicated to you by the 
Minister, the decision of the court was, 
“that the steamer Arabia was lawfully 
seized ; that the cargo, composed of rail- 
way material and flour, woighing about 
2,360,000. livres, destined to Japanese 
ports and addressed to different com- 
mercial houses in the said ports, con- 
stitutes contraband of war; .. . . that 
the cargo bound for Japanese ports 
should be confiscated as being a lawful 
























the Minister observed, 
tho request of this Government for the 
roleose of the non-contraband portion of 
the cargo, that the question could only 
be decided through judicial channels on 
the basis of a decision of the Prize Court. 
‘This is the first authentic i 

which the Department has received of the 
precise grounds on which the Prize Court 
decided to confiscate the railway material 
‘and flour in question. The judgment of 
confiscation appears to be founded on 
the more fact that the goods in question 
wore bound for Japanese ports and ad- 
dressed to various commercial houses in 
the said ports. In view of its well-known 
attitude, it should hardly seem necessary 
to say that the Government of the United 
States is unable to admit the validity of 
the judgment, which appears to bave 
been rendered in disregard of the settled 
law of nations in respect to what con- 
tes contraband of war. If the judg- 
‘ment and the communieation accompany- 
ing its transmission are to be taken as an 
expression of the attitude of his Imperial 
Majesty’s Government, and as an inter- 
protation of the Russisn Imperial Order 
of 29th February last, it raises » question 
of momentous import in its bearing on 
the rights of neutral commerce. 

‘The Russian Imperial Order denounces 
‘as absolute contraband of war telegraph, 
telephone, and railway materials, and 
fuel of all kinds, without regard to the 
question whether destined for military or 
for purely pacific and industrial. uso 
Clause 5, Article 10, of the Imperial. 
Order denounces-ss contraband of war 
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‘ail articles destined for war on land 
‘or cor, as well és rico, provisions, and 
horses, beasts of burden, and others 
(autres) capable of sorving warlike pur- 
pose if they are transported on account 
of or to the destination of the enemy.” 

‘The ambiguity of meaning which 
characterises the language of this clause, 
lending itself to a double interpretation, 
left its real intendment doubtful. The 
vagueness of the language used in so im- 
portant a matter, where s just regard for 
the rights of neutral commerce required 
that it should be clear and explicit, could 
not fail to excite inquiry among American 
shippers who, left in doubt as to the 
significance attributed by his Imperial 
Majesty's Government to the word 
enemy ”—uncertain as to whether it 
meant “enemy Government, or forces” 
or “enemy ports, or territory ”—have 
been compelled to refuse the shipment 
of goods of any character to Japanese 
ports, The very obscurity of the te: 
used seemed to contain a destructive 
jmenace even to legitimate American 
commerce. 

In the interpretation of Clause 10 of 
Article 5, and having regard to the tradi- 
tional attitude of his Imperial Majesty’s 
Government, as well as to the established 
rule of international law, with respect to 
goods which a belligerent may or may 
not treat as contraband of war, it seemed 
to the Gevernment of the United States 
incredible that the word “autres” or the 
word “Pennemi” could be intended to 
jnclude as contraband of war, goods, 

cotton, and all “other” 
‘ined to Japanese ports, irres- 
f the question whether they 
upport of a non- 
combatant population or for the use of the 
military or naval forces. In its circular 
of 10th June last, communicated by you 
to the Russian Government, the Depart- 
ment interpreted the word “enemy” in 
fa mitigated senso, as well as in accord- 
‘ance with the lightened and humane 
principles of international law, and 
therefore it troated the word “enemy” 
‘as used in the context, as meaning 
“ onemy Government or forces” and not 
the “enemy ports or territory.” 

But if @ benign interpretation was 
placed on the language used, it is because 
such an interpretation was due to th 
Russian Government, between whom and 
the United States a most valued and 
unbroken friendship has always oxisted, 
‘and it was no less due to the commerce 
‘of the Intter, inasmuch as the broad inter- 
pretation of tho language used would 
Imply a total inhibition of legitimate com- 
merce between Japan and the Unit 
States, which it would be impossible for 
the latter to acquiesce in. 

Whatever doubt could exist as to the 
meaning of the Imperial Order has been 
apparontly removed by the enclosure in 
your dispatch of the note from Count 
Lamsdorff, stating tersely and simply the 
sentence of the Prize Court. The com- 
munication of the decision was made in 
unqualified terms, and the Department is, 
onstrained to take notice of 
h the condemnation 
for the 
‘United States to accept, as indicati 
either principle of law or a policy whic 
a belligerent State may lawfully enforce 
or pursue towards the United States as a 
neutral. 

‘With respect to articles and material 
for telegraphic and telephonic installa- 
tions, unnecessary hardship is imposed 
by treating them all as contraband of 
war—even those articles which are 
evidently and unquestionably intended 
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for merely domestic or industrial uses. 
With respect to railway material, the 
judgment of the Court appears to pro- 
eed in plain violation of the terms of the 
Iniperial Order, according to which they 
‘are to be deemed. to be contraband of 
war only if intended for the construction 
of railways. The United States Govern- 
ment regrets that it could not concede 
that telegraphic, telephonic, and rvilway 
materials are confiscable simply because 
destined to the open commercial ports of 
a belligerent. 

When war exists between powerful 
States, it is vital to the legitimate mari- 
time commerce of neutral States that 
there be no relaxation of the rule—no 
de jon from the criterion—for deter- 
mining what constitutes contraband of 
war, awfully subject to belligerent 
capture—namely, warlike nature, use, 
anddestination. Articles which, like 
arms and ammunition, are by thei 
nature of self-evident warlike uso, ai 
contraband of war if destined to enemy's 
territory ; but articles which like coal, 
cotton, and provisions, though of ordin- 
arily innocent, are capable of warlike, 
use, are not subject to capture and con- 
fiscation unless shown by evidence to be 
sotuslly destined for the military or 
naval forces of a belligerent.

An anchor was put 
down. They jettisoned the coal. The 
ship was bumping all the while. The 
ship was made as tight as possible 
and the pumps kept the water down.

Enazavera Fivcu v. H. W. Basverr. 

‘This was a suit for $276.30, being three 
months’ board, duo to plaintiff by defen- 
dant. 

Defendant admitted owing three 
months’ board but said he thought there 
was something wrong with the chits.

‘The petition of the above named plain- 
tiff showed as follow: 

—The plaintiff and defendant are 

British subjects residing at Shanghai. 

2.—By an award in writing under the 
hand of Sir Hiram Shaw Wilkinson Knight 
Chief Justice of this Honourable Court 
Yearing date the 8th day of January 1904, 
and made in an arbitration between 
tho plaintiff and the defendant it was 
adjudged and awarded (intor alia) that 
the defendant should pay to the plaintiff 
the sua of Taels 5,000 on the 8th day of 
October 1904. 
3—The dofondant has noglected and 
refused to pay to the plaintiff the said 
sum of ‘ls. 5,000 and the same now 
remains duo and owing by the defendant 
to the plaintiff. 

Wherefore the plaintiff prays that tho 
defendant may be ordered. 
.—To pay to tho plaintif forthwith 
the said sum of Tis. 5,000 and, intorest 
thereon from tho said 8th day of October 
to the dato of payment 

—To pay to the plaintiff his costs of 













Defondant’s anewer stated : 

In answer to the said petition I 
Algernon Montford Adams Evans say 
as follows 

I.—I admit paragraph 1 of the said 
petition 

2.—In answer to paragraphs 2 and 3 
of the said petition, I allege that the 
ms which it was adjudged I should pay 
to the plaintiff under tho terms of th 
Award in writing were based on a State: 
mont of Account made out by an Ac- 
countant named Arthur R. Leake show- 
sets and liabilities of the firm 
& Co. ona cortain date. This 
Statement of Account now turns out to 
have been incorrectly stated by Arthur R. 
Leake and ho is prepared to testify to 
this offect. For theso reasons I contend 
‘iat I ghould not he ordered to pay to 
v0 plaintiff any further sums under the 
Award until tiie Statement of Account 
by Arthur R. Leake has beon rectified. 

A.M. A. Evans, 

Mr. McNeill read the petition and 
answer, asking leave to alter the former 
s0.a8 to mako the sum named Tis 5,000 
instead of ‘Tis 4,000. 

Defendant having no objection, 
petition was altered accordingly. 

Mr. McNeill ssid that the pleadings 
scemed to raiso no question as to the 
existence of the contract. The defence 
put in by defendant was that he should 
not be ordered to pay any further sums 
under the award inasmuch as the 
award was based on certain accounts. 
Ho thought it was only necessary to say 
that on the faco of the award there was 
no such suggestion made whatever. 

His Lordship read the award. 

Mr. McNeill submitted that it did not 
appear on the face of that award that 
the statement of defendant was borne ont. 
He therefore submitted that paragraph 
2 was no defence. 

Mr. Evans began to make some state- 
ment with regard to the accounts, and 
his Lordship thereupon told him to enter 
the box and be sworn. 

A.M. A. Evans, sworn, read the arbi- 
tration award. In reply to his Lord-

ship he said that he paid Tis, 1,000 on 
the Ist January, Tis. 4,000 on the 8th 
April and Tis. 5,000 on the 8th of July 
this year. He objected to paying the 
instalments of Tia. 5,000 and Tis. 4,000 
dze in October lest and January next 
respectively, on the ground that he had 
audited the accounts as prepared by Mr. 
Leake and found them to be incorrect. 
He discovered tho inaccuracies gradually, 
first writing to Mossrs. Dowdali, Hanson 
and McNeill about tho matter on the 
Lith April. (Letter handed in, in which 
defendant said that a largo part of the 
assets, put down at Tis. 46,666.67, wero 
valueless.) On 10th July ho wrote to 
Mr. Thomas. (Letter produced in which 
he said he rogrettoil the assets wero not 
as stated in the account made up by Mr. 
Leake. By paying the instalmen the did 
not admit the correctness of the accounts 
or waivo his right of obtaining redress.) 
On the 13th October ho wrote to plaintiff's 
lawyers. (Lotter produced, in which de- 
fondant said that he found it impossible to 
pay the amount agreed upon, Ho asked 
for an extension of threo months for the 
payment of both the instalments, but 
would pay some of the money as it came 
in.) ‘That was bofore tho present petition 
was served on him, In reply to this 
letter ho received one saying a petition 
would be filed on the 18th Oct. if the 
money was not paid. On the 18th he 
wrote to plaintiff's lawyers again saying 
tho accounts wore the basis of the award 
and suggesting that someone should be 
appointed to go over the books, and that 
Court proceedings should be suspended 
until the examination of the books was 
finished. Messrs. Dowdall, Hanson and 
MeNeill replied that they wore not pro- 
pared to consent to a postponement of the 
hearing. 

In reply to Mr. McNeill, dofondant 
finally admitted that @ potition hnd beon 
filed before he paid the April instalment 
and that after he had paid it he had to 
pay Court foes amounting to $57. He 
thought he paid the latter through his 
solicitors. 

(Petition filed in April produced.) 

Defendant admitted that it had beon 
sorved upon him in answer to his letter 
of the 11th April. 

In reply to his Lordship, h 
in ing to the arrange 
with plaintiff ho had in mind the account 
prepared by Mr. Leake. ‘This was om- 
phasisod before the Chiof Justice, who 
was arbitrator. There were numerous 
kes in the accounts prepared by 

._ ‘These accounts stated’ the 
assets at Ts. 46,666.67 on the Sist 
December 1902. ‘Ho had ascortained 
that these assets were almost without 
exception incorrect. The accounts placed 
before the Chief Justice in arbitration 
showed that there was Tls. 46,666.67 to be 
collected, free from liability. Mr. Leake 
prepared these accounts at the request 
of himself and plaintiff. ‘The order was 
given verbally, and the accounts were 
Prepared about August 1903, and sent 
to defendant on the 26th of that month. 
Tho award was mado in January 1904 
and he wont over the accounts before 
the arbitration. They then seemed to 
bo approximately correct. Whon he 
sent out tho accounts to creditors to 
get them settled he received replies 
that there were no accounts outstanding. 
Ho then had copies made of the ledger 
and sent them to the firms in question, 
and they sent back memorandums 
showing where mistakes had been made. 

























































Defendant then had the accounts 
examined by his clerks, and they dis- 
covered some of the errors. In some 
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instances, debits had been quoted twic 
and when payment had been made it had 
not been credited; there were orrors 
in executing indents which were not 
allowed, and in several-cases goods were 
down as being in stock which were not 
in stock at all. ‘They wore put down by 
Mr. Thomas in tho stock shect he pro- 
pared, and defendant found no such 
goods’ were in stock, that they had 
been sold, and the accounts credited 
with the sales. An item of £277 duo 
from Hall and Sons of Sydney, there was 
receipt for, which had not been credited 
to their account, and there was a debit 
on the books to them of Tis. 894.40 
which was put down as.an asset. Lots of 
the invoices and books were wrongly 
credited, showing a balance on the credit 
side which was found to be incorrect. 
Messrs. Boocock, Elsloff and Co.'s 
account put down at Tis. 4,073.59 was 
found, after the books were a 

dited, to be Tis. 910. Bartrams of Mel- 
bourne were put down as owing Tis. 
1,285.65 when they did not owe it. There 
was an error of Tis. 1,114.07 inthe Horg- 
kong and Shanghai Bank Loan xccount. 
Invoices amounting to Tis. 11,583.89 really 
only amounted to Ts. 9,315, Mr. Leake 
explained the difference by suying that 
hoe had not audited the books, but 
had simply made up a balance 
sheet from balances supplied to him. 
On looking over the accounts he 
found some inaccuracies. As defendant 
had not attended to the business 
since 1898 it took him some ti 
to grasp the position of affairs and it 
was only when tho assets did not 
come in that he took it into his own 
hands. Ho employed Mr. Wilmer to 
check the accounts with him and they 
had only finished last week. The difference 
botwoon tho two balance sheets was about 
‘Tle. 20,000. ‘The books could not be 
made to balanc 

Mr. McNeill said ho did not propo: 
to ask any questions as he contend- 
ed that defendant's evidence was wholly 
irrelevant. ‘The plaintiff and defendant 
wero parties to an award for sotting 
aside their agreement. 

Defendant said ho did not examine 
the accounts until August as be did not 
know the accounts were incorrect until 
he had had correspondence with the 
firms that were supposed to owe money. 
Only three men, Messrs. Wheon, Turner, 
and Thomas, were conversant with the 
ines and the two former had died 
and Thomas was out of the busines 
that he had to enquire into everything 
by himsolf. When it was agreed to 
sot the agreement aside it was also 
agreod that defendant should take over 
the assets. Thero was nothing said in 
the award about this but it was discussed 
at the time. Tho assets were made tho 
basis of tho arbitration. 

His Lordship said he did not find th: 
the arbitrator made anything the b 
except tho agrooment entered into, 

‘Mr. MeNeill distinotly denied that the 
assets wero the basis of the award. ‘The 
petition showed that. 

Mr. Evans then left the witness box 
and his Lordship said he would hear 
him on what grounds he asked for the 
sotting asido cf tho award. 

‘Mr. Evans submitted that tho Court 
should not ask him tocarry out the awnrd 
considering it was bnsed on the accounts. 

His Lordship said he did not believe 
the award was based on the accounts. 

‘Mr. Evans said that was how he under- 
stood it. 

His Lordship asked if the whole of the 
arbitration was not with regard to an 










































































e {allegation that the defendant induced 


‘Mr. Thomas to join the firm when he 


should never have done so. 

Mr. Evans replied that until Mr. Turner's 
death the books showed but little loss. 
Tt was under plaintiff's management 
most of the losses occurred, 

His Lordship said no grounds had 
been shown for setting the award aside. 

Mr. Evans said that had he known at 
the time that these accounts were 
wrong there was no doubt a difforent 
settloment would have been arrived at. 

His Lordship said that while the 
allegations of misrepresentation at the 
time of the arbitration had been with- 
drawn {there still remained the fact that 
as stopfathor of plaintiff ho should not 
have taken him into partuorship, or 
should have seon he was not taken into 
partnership. 
| His Lordship rendored tho following 
judgment 

‘This is a suit to enforce an award. The 
terms of tho award are not disputed, but 
it is alleged that the award was based 
upon a statement of xccounts which turns 
‘out to be inaccurate. The accounts 
ferred to were made out by an accoun- 
tant at the requost of tho defendant, a 
request said to be joined in by the plain- 
tiff, ‘The accounts were maile out and 
frnished to the defendant by the 
countant in August 1903 snd the agi 
ment confirmed by tho award was made 
in January 1904. Tho defendant had 
therofore amplo time to examine the 
accounts bofore tho award was male and 
it is not suggested that the plaintiff is 
responsible for those accounts or in any 
way mislel the defendant. Even then 
had those accounts been in a goneral way 
tho basis of tho agreement confirmed by 
the award the defendant has failed to 
make ont, so far as I can seo, any 
ground for sotting the award nside on 
the supposition. But after hearing the 
evidence of the defendant and reading 
the original potition in the suit re- 
forred to arbitration and the award. 
1 am not satisfied that the accounts were 
made tho basis of the agreement con- 
firmed by tho award. Tho petition was 
to sot aside an agroement of partuership 
and for a return of capital. The partner- 
ship and agreement was sot aside and the 
defondant was to pay to the plaintiff a 
certain sum to be paid in certain instal- 
ments. Thero is no suggestion on the 
face of the documents that this was 
calculated on the amount of tho assets. 
Areturn of capital was songht and the 
sum to be paid must be considered as a 
return of capital and not a sharo of 
assets to be collected. Tho defendant 
says that not having got in the asscts he 
is unable to pay. That may be, but that 
is not a defence. The amount of the 
award was to bo paid in fivo instalmonte. 
‘Threo of theso instalments have been 
paid. Tho fourth is now due and this 
suit is to recover the amount of it. 
Judgment must be for the plaintiff and 
there will accordingly be judgment for 
the plaintiff for the sum of Tis. 5,000, 
with interest from the 8th day of October 
at 7 per cent per annum, and costs of 
suit. 

Mr. McNeill applied for costs for his 
client. He submitted it was a hardship 
to have to keep paying out small sums 
and submitted either that costs as be- 
tween solicitor and client shouldbe taxed, 
or that his Lordship should name a sam 
to cover thei 

His Lordship fixed costs at $350, in- 
elusive of Court fees. 

Stay of execution was refused, and an 
order for payment within ton deys made.

Tho appellant, by his counsel, Mr. A. 8. 
P. White-Cooper, moves that he may have 
eave to call one Cheang Jih as a witness 
at the hearing of the above appeal in 
accordance with Rule 158 of the Rules of 
H.B.Ms Supreme Court of China and 
Corea of 1865. 

Mr. White-Coopor said that this was a 
motion for leave to call at the hearing of 
the appeal a witness who was not 
called at the provious hearing at Amoy, 
and he was asking the Court’s leavo in 
accordance with the above-mentioned 
He had filed tho following afi- 









.—I have the charge of the above 
appeal now pending in H. B, M. Supreme 
Court at Shanghai. 

2.—Daring the month of October last 
past I had vecasion to visit Amoy and 
took the opportunity to see the above 
amed xppollant at Amoy, aad take his 
instructions and adviso him with regard 











to the appeal now pending. 

3. main issue raised on the hear- 
ing of the caso of Yap Yoh-neo v. Cheang 
Jim-kheng at the Amoy Consular Court 
which issue will bo sgain raised at the 
hearing of this appeal at Shanghai is 
whother a sum of $4,000 was in fact lont 
in the year 1896 by the appellunt to~the 
responitent as alleged by the appellant 
but denied by the rospondent on the 
socurity of certain property belonging to 
the respondent. 

4.—I asked my cliont the appellant 
why it was that he called no evidence at 
the hearing of tho suit in support of his 
contention that the said sum of $4,000 
was actually advanced to the respondent 
in c.sh, aud ho replied that he had no 
lawyer to advise him as tho British 
Consul would not allow the cxse to stand 
over until the arrival of Mr. H. E, Pollok, 
K.C., whom he bad engsged to appoar on 
his behalf and that he was ignorant of 
English Court procedure and did not 
know that any evidenco was necessary or 
desirable, and further that the ouly witness 
he could have callod had he thought it 
necessary was at the time of tho trial of 
the action in Formosa and his addross 
was unknown to my client. 

5.—I ascertained from my client that 
tho witness in question was one Cheang 
Jih who had formerly been employed 
by my client but had left his omployment 
when my cliont went to Singapore in No- 
vember 1896 and was now carrying on 
business as a ship broker in Formos’ and 
Amoy. 

6.—I requested my client to make 
enquiries as to the whoreubouts of this 
witness and two days afterwards he in- 
formed me that tho witness was now in 
‘Amoy and would attond on mo to give his 
statement of what he know of the fucts 
of the cat 

7.—The said Cheang Jih called on mo 
andstated that atthe time of the mortgage 
he was engaged as a sorvant of my client 
Cheang Jim-kheng, that he was of the 
samo clan but no relation to my client, 
That he romombored that he and another 
man carried $4,000 on a certain occasion 
some time in the 21st your of Kuanghsu 
at adate he does not remember in four 
bags enclosed in a sack from my client’s 
house to the office of Moalle & Co, where 
the broker who arranged the matter, 
















































Chun Gong-pion, was compradore, that 
he saw the respondent whom he knew

8.—The said Cheang Jih is willing to 
attend in this Court on the hearing of 
the said appeal and give evidence to the 
effect above stated. 

‘9.—I am of opinion that the evidence 
of this witness is necessary for the pur- 
pose of bringing before the Court ull the 
facts of the cxse and is most important 
in the interests of my client tho appel- 
lant to prove the bons fides of the loan of 
the $4,000 which is in dispute in this 
action. 

Mr. White-Cooper added that this 
was not a case in which the appellant 
was attempting to bolster up * case 
which he had lost. It was a case in 
which the appellant anticipated having 
the services of an eminent English lawyer 


His Lordship said he could not accept 
a statement of that kind. 

Mr, Whito-Cooper said that at the 
timo of the hearing at Amoy it was not 
known where this witness was. It was 
only whon the matter was brought to the 
notice of his client that any efforts 
wore made to discover tho witness's 
whereabouts, He had now been found 
‘and could be brought up at the trial. 
‘Tho principles on which such evidence 
could be adduced were laid down bv the 
Master of the Rolls in the case Saunders 
». Saunders (19 Chancery Division, pp. 
380-1) in which the danger of allowing 
such evidence to be brought forward was 
discussed and the circumstances under 
which it was permissible sot forth. Tho 
main point was whether the mortgage in 
‘this case was a bona fide one or not, or 
whother it was simply a fictitious one to 
obtain the protection of a British sub- 
ject. The Amoy Court was not satisfied 
that the money had been advanced. 
This witness would give evidence as 
to the money having beon brought 
in cash from one house to the other and 
it would have an important bearing on 
the cnse. 

His Lordship observed that the res- 
pondent would not be represented in 
Shanghai, and how, therefore, could the 
new witness be cross-examined ¢ 

‘Mr. White-Cooper replied that surely 
if not represented respondent took the 
risk. 

His Lordship said whatever he did

Council suggested that it should be 
taken on commission at Amoy in order 
that respondent could cross-examine. 

His Lordship said it would have to be 
taken in such « way that the value of the 
evidence could be ascertained.

His Lordship said he did not like to 
shut ont evidence that might be of some | 
weight. Some points, however, might be 
settled at once, such as the plea of the 
Statute of Limitations. 

Mr. White-Cooper thought that the 
other side would say that this was not 
applicable, as appellant was acting in the 
nature of a trustee. 

His Lordship stated he would not give 
appellant an opportunity of pleading 
anything he had not already pleaded. 
He was not now laying dowa the im- 
mutable principles of justice. Would 
such a thing be allowed at home ? 

Mr White-Cooper submitted that in 
the case of a Court at home the 
stances were different. He did not 
think pleading the Statute of Limitations 
was a good point if the contention that 
his client was acting as a trustee was 
shown to be right. 

His Lordship asked if connsel 
prepared to strike out the clause pleading 
the Statute if the case was seut back for 
rehenring, not only this evidence but 
rebutting evidence to be heard. 

Mr. White-Cooper was prepared to

His Lordship then pointed ont certain 
passages in the appeal in which questions 
of law were raised. He made no cond 
as to the order except that the plea of the 
Statute of Limitations must be argued 
before him heforo the case was sent 
back to Amoy. He thought if it was 
argued it would “fail. Ho did not wish 
to take Counsel by surprise aud was 
prepared to adjourn the hearing for 
him to come to a decision. His Lordship 
said that he wonld record that the Chief 
Justice pointed ont that respondent 
would not be represented at the appeal 
and that if the evidence asked to be taken 
should be taken it ought to be taken on 
commission. He intimated that the 
question of the plea of tho Statnte of 
Limitations should be disposed of before 
referring the case back to Amo;

What a pleasant thing is folly! Only 
those who know very little, or (better still) 
nothing at all, appear entirely happy. or 
whereas a fool sincerely believes that he 
knows everything, a wise man is by constant 
proofs reminded that le knows very Hittle. 
But stay! There is something wrong here 
Th's philosophy won't do. Is ignorance, 
Alter all, recliy happiness? True, 
old proverb assures us that “tis fo 
wis2,” but, Like most proverbs, wo suspact 
that this one must not he taken too liter: 
A-certain miser when young burie! a hoa 
of gold in a secret plue, intending to d'g 
it up for uso when he grow old; but his 
miserly spirit prevented him from ever 
believing that he was sufficiently old to need 
it, though he lived to a great age. As a 
matter of fact, the miser was observed bury- 
ing his gold by a man who dug it up and 
made off with it the very next day; but 
the miser never knew this. Here, now, was 
® case of ignorance being bliss. But for 
every once that “ ignorance is bliss” it spells 
ruinous disaster 2 thousand times. In 
piping taes of peace and prosperity the 
foolish jog along joyfully; bat warfire, 
whether military or commerc‘al, sorts into 
two camps the foolish and the wise. Sick- 
ness Coes the same thing with even g 
exiciitude. Most of us have beea sick in 
the coarse of our lives, and all of us mast 
be. But, unfortunately, not all of us nave 
the good fortune to be told—as Mr. David 
Brown, of, 29, Albany Street, Fest London, 
Cape Colony, wes—what is best to do at 
such a time.

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THE NEW VICEROY. 


25th November. 
Tar welecme accorded by the 
officials yesterday morning to H.E. 
Chou Fa, the New Viceroy of the 
Liang Kiang, will find an echo in 
the hearts of all foreigners who know 


the record of the late Governor of 
Shantung. We have suggested thaty 


the Censors might raise some difficul- 
ty abont his Hixcelleney's filling the 
post, on the ground that he isa native 
of Anhui, that Anhui is one of the 
three rich provinces that muke u 

the Liang Kiang Viceroyalty, and 
that custom does not permit any 
man to hold high office in his own 
province. But, as Shakespeare says, 
“nice customs curtsey to great 
Kings,” and though Auhui is under 
the jurisdiction of the Viceroy at 
Nanking, the Liang Kiang, as the 
name implies, are really Kiangsu and 
Kiangsi. ‘The independence of the 
Censors, too, has .become in course 
of time a fiction “The Censors,” 
said Weng Tuog-ho, “are only a pack 
of hounds; if we want to destroy 
anyone, we set them on him.” “The 
Censors!” said Li Hung-chang, in 
his well-known tone of contemptuous 
sarcasm ; “Why, I can buy any one 
of them with a hundred taels!” It 
is a happy sign of the great change 
that has come over China in the last 
few years, that a man who has made 
himself so thoroughly esteemed and 
liked by foreigners as HE. Chou Fu, 
should at the same time hold so high 
fa place in the confidence of bis 
sovereign. It is not so very long »go 
that the great qualification for the 
Taotaiship of Shanghai or the Vice- 
royaliy was a reputation for knowing 
how to keep the * foreign devil” in his 
place. 

H. E. Chon Fu, having the liter- 
ary rank of a Licentiate, came into 
prominence first as Customs Taotai 
at Tientsin in 1882, He was Act- 
ing Salt Commiss‘oner at-Changlu 
in 1886, Provincial Judge of Cuihli 
in 1888, retired in consequence of 
illness in 1895, and was made Pro- 
vincial Treasurer of Szechuan in 
1899, and transferred to Chihli in 
1901, being honoured in the same 
year with the rank of Governor. On 
the promotion of H. E. Yuan Shih- 
kai from the Governorship of Shan- 
tung to the Viceroyalty of Chihli, 
H Chou Fu succeeded him at 
Chinanfu. While he was in Chiali, 
the settlement of the missionary 
troubles there was entrusted to him 
and he performed the task in such a 
way as to earn the approval and 


gratitude of the mission bodies as 
well as his own Government. In 
Chinanfu he had another difficult task 
before him, but he succeeded so 
well in keeping on terms 
with the British at Weibaiwei 
and the Germans at Tsingtao, 
and with the numerous missionary 
bodies throughout Shantung, and 
showed such energy in maintaining 
and expanding the educational move- 
ment inaugurated by H. E, Yuxn 
Shih-kai, that as our correspondent 
told us in his last letter, he had such 
a “send-off” from natives and for- 
eigners alike as few Governors receive. 
“Nearly all the foreigners in the city 
were at the station to see him off, 


the private car of Mr. Hildetrand, in 
which he is travelling, to say a Inst 
good-bye to those outside, he was 
greeted with cheers from the foreign- 
ers, led by the German Consul, I 
fancy there has never been a more 
universally popular Governor in 
Shantung than H. E. the quiet,

sorry to lose.” It is a great thing for 
Shanghai that so good an official, and 
so enlightened and liberal-winded a 
man should be sent as Viceroy to 
Nanking, and we trust that it will be 
very many years before the Liang 
Kiang will have to say good-bye to 
him.

Mr. Edwin Emerson, the correspondent 
of the “ Chicago Daily News,” has arrived 
he from Saseho, where he has been de- 
tained for some time by the Japanese 
Authorities. Mr. Emerson has seen the 
war from both the Russian and Japanese 
sides, and is probably the last American 
who will visit Port Arthur before its oc- 
cupation by the Japanese. In company 
with aFrench correspondent, Mr. Emerson 
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left Chefoo in a ship's lifeboat and, after| 
some difficulty, succeeded in reaching 
Port Arthur. Their stay in the besieged 
fortress was very brief, as, after two 
days, they were sont adrift again by the 
Russian authorities. Whilst in Port 
Arthur they were treated very well and 
were allowed to see the defences. A nar- 
row escape from drowning marked the 
exit from Port Arthur, due to their boat 
boing swamped. A Japanese picket-boat 
captured them and, after a compulsory 
visit to the Japanese forces besieging 
Port Arthur and to Dalny, they wo 
brought to Saseho. At the latter place 
both were stricken with typhoid fever; 
during Mr, Emerson's illness the order 
for their release came from Tokio. Upon 
recovery, both were brought here and 
handed over to their respective Consuls. 
The Japanese medical sorvice is highly 
praised by them, every care and attention 
possible having beon bestowed by the 
Japanese surgeons.

We have recsived from the Govern- 
ment of Burma no les: than four blue 
books dealing with Criminal Justice, Civil 
Justice, Police Administration, aud the 
Excise Department.—It is satisfactory to 
note that the number of cases of grievous 
bodily hurt is on the decrease ; there is 
however a considerable increase in the 
number of cattle theft and robbery 
charges. Of 93,596 persons charged b 
fore the Magistrates during the year, 
58,180 or 62.2 per cent were convicted 
or committed.—With regard to Civil 
Justice the establishment of a separate 
judicial service for civil jurisdiction is 
atill under consideration. ‘The number 
of civil suits tried during 1908 was 
47,970 as against 14,665 in the previous 
year. An effort is boing made to supply 
Yeficiences in the libraries of the Dit 
trict Courts.—There has been continued 
difficulty in obtaining recruits for the 
Civil Police, that body being,at the end of 
1903, 544 below its authorised strength. 
This deficiency is largely due to the 
serious increase of deaths, resignations, 
and desertions, and the large number of 
dismissals and punishment called for. 
The Police are shortly to be armed with 
Martini smooth-bore carbines in place 
of the Sniders at present in use.—No 
important changes have taken place in 
the administration of the Excise Depart- 
ment. There has been a considerable 
diminution in the amount of illicit 
opium seized.

‘They, however, managed to 
cut down the mizzen-top-mast, and the 
ship, which was lying on her beam ends, 
thereupon righted herself somewhat. 
Thon, finding it impossible to rid the 
vessel of the main-top-mast, the crew set 
to work to secure it with chains, the task 
being attended with considerable danger. 
In the course of the next three days 
the ship battled strenuously against the 
hurricane, but the galley, the carpenter's 
shop, and the forecastle were gutted, 
and minor mishaps occurred. The ship 
subsequently dore up for Capetown to 
effect repairs.

The Opening of the New  edical 


College. 


‘A week ago the medical college, for 
which Dr. Swan is mainly responsible, 
was formally opened. The function wa: 
an important one, and the iss ies will be 
. It is we! nown that the 
hospital of the Medical Missionary Soci ty 
in Canton, was the first of its kind to be 
opened in China, which, und-r the watch 
ful cire and id attainments of the late 
Dr. Kere, gradually grow in influence, 
popularity, and ueofulness. Dr. Kerr has 
passed a his roward. ‘Ths work, hot 
ever, which he initiated het 
lops, and the most marked and und 
evidence theroof is the opening of this now 
me ical college. A fine dey favoured us, 
and the favctions, of which there were two, 
one for natives and one for foreigners, 
paseed off succossfu'ly. All tho. city 
Officials, excopt the V cerey, who is sup- 
posed to be Bghting the rebels in Kuang- 
si, and who was ropresented by his 
secretary, escorted by all their ramshackle 
csowd, ed the afternuon. session,| 
which was ided over by the American 
Consul-Geveral. ‘The chairman weleomed 
the cfficials in a speech, in the ndariv 
dialect, which seemed to give satis‘action, 
if the js and the smiles are an index to 
tho feelings of the officials. The G »vernor 
then read a reply, which bas recently 
been printed in’ the mative papers, 
which offered felicitations on the com- 
pletion of the col'ege, and expressed 
fenuine apprecintion of the wotk do: 
‘Phe evening meeting was largely attended 
by the foreign community, and all clsses| 
wero represented, there’ being present 
missionaries, commercial men, and officials.

‘The Beck Inquiry. 

The Committee which under the pre- 
sidency of the Master of the Rolls was 
appointed to inquire into all the circum- 
stances of Adolf Beck’s convictions. is 
now in full work, and we are daily having 
most interesting disclosures.

A Bomantic Story. 

Paris has been greatly interested of Inte 
in the question whether an aged Spanish 
nobleman, the Marquis de Casa-Riera, 
who has lived here for many years, is oF 
is not an impostor. Since the year 1881 
he has enjoyed undisturbed p ssession of 
his title and of estates reputed to be 
worth several millions sterling ; but now 
distant relative, Pierre Riera, a black- 
smith, has come forward with w startling 
story to the effect that the present holder 
of the title has been throughout personat- 
ing the late marquis's real heir. The 
founder of the family, it seems, was born 
in Catalonia about the end of the eih- 
teenth century. He began life as a miller 
and was fortunate enough to attract the 
attention of a great lady who gave him « 
post in her household, Aided by rare 
intelligence and industry he became an 
armycontractor, accumulated great wealth, 
and ‘was made a grandee of Spain with 
the title of Marquis de Casa-Riera, at the 
age of fitty. A few years later he married 
the daughter of « farmer on one of hia 
own estates, but his happiness was 
shattered by’ his wife's infidelity. Her 
first chil gave the unbaypy m 
mistakeable proof that she 
unfaithful with a negro servant. On the 
day after the child’s birth the marquis 
the negro and an accomplice to be 
ight into his wife's room, where he 
aughtared all throe, togather with the 
helpless infant, with his dagger. The 
corpses were left lying where they fell 
until sever] days afterwards, when the 
police entered the mansion and found 
them, The criminal being a grandee of 
Spain, the case was referred to Queen 
Isabella (about the year 1858) who sen- 
tenced him to banishment wre lav 
iug Madrid be had the doors'and windows 
of the house walled up. The premises, 
which were called by the Madrilenos 
“The House of silence” were left in this 
condition for twenty-five years, that is tw 
say, untii the marquis’s dexth. ‘The un- 
fortunate nobleman converted the greater 
part of his possessions int cash and came 
to Paris, where he took up his abode in 
x large house in the Rue de Berri, close 
to the Champs Elysées, It was not long 
before he was overtaken by another 
calamity, blindness ; but he threw himself - 
into the pursuit of money with such 
dour and success that notwithstanding 
his infirmity he accumulated large sums 
for which he had little use. He died a 
nonagenarian in 1881. His funeral, a 
very sumpttous one, was attended only by 
his servants, no member of his family 
being able to reach Paris in time. By his 
will the marquis left his estates to his 
sister's ellest son, Jose Moray Riera 
failing him, to the second son, Alejandro, 
and, in the event of the la'ter predeceasing 
the testator, to the third son, Gonzalo. 
A fourth person was named as sole 
beneficiary in the event of the fpredecease 
of the three nephews. ‘The first-named 
died a few days after his uncle, and the 
testator’s solicitor notified the second son, 

‘dro, who came forward and took 
posseas estates, which 

e now holds. One of his first acts was to

‘The Claiment’s Case. 

‘According to the claimant Pierre Rie 
the present holder of the title and eatates 
is not Alejandro Mora y Riera at all but 
another person who, he affirms, was 
feaudulently substituted for the real heir 
by the Inte marquis's steward, nw 
deceased, on the understanding that the 
steward was to enjoy a share of the money 
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while he lived. In support of his afirma- 
tion Pierre Riera produced a death certi- 

ing to show that Alejandro 
died in 1878 at the village of San Martin 
Sarroca, near Barcelona. At this time 
Catalonia was in the throes of an insurrec- 
tion, which fact is adduced by the claimant 
to explain away the fact that «lthough 
the denth isstated to have taken place on 
the 26th January the certificate was not 
drawn up until the 12ch April, Pierre Risra 
further says Alejindro Mora was born in 
1823 and would consequently be eighty-one 
years of age were he now alive, whereas 
the occupant of the house in the Rue 
de Berri does not look more than 
seventy. He has also, the claimant 
points out, refused to give any account of 
himself or his doings or place of residence 
before 1881. ‘fo this tho gentleman in 
possession replies that his identity was 
admitted long ago by his nephews and 
also by the fourth heir, though the latter 
had every reason to prove him an impostor 
if such wore the case; and that the 
death certificate isn forgery. To investigate 
this last point an enterprising newspaper 
sent a special envoy to Spain, and his ro- 
port, received a fow days ago, tends toshow 
that’ the marquis’s c ntontion is correct. 
‘Tho correspondent says a photograph of 
the document, taken in 1903, shows no 
seal and no siguature by the local ngis- 
trute’s secretary, Jox6 Queralto, wherea 
both seal and signature figure triumphant- 
ly on the certiticate ns it exists to-day. 
‘Tho seal, moreover, did not come into use 
until 1886, and yet we have it on n docu- 
ment suppose! to have been drawn up in 
1878! José Queralto, who was recently 
arrested on  charse of abetting the 
forgery, admits that be signed the paper

‘The house in which the dearh is 
said to have taken place isa ruin which 
has not been inhabited for at leaat fifty 
ears, A check-rogister kept at  Villa- 
ranca, the chief town of the district in 
which’ San Murtino is situated, n 
an inspector's certificate to the effect that 
he examined the San Martino register 
(long before there was any question of 
irregularity) and found that it consisted 
of one hundred and four pages, whereof 
one hundred and three were occupied by 
doath en‘ries and the Inst page con- 
tained the index and signature. ‘To-day 
page one hundred and four e-rtifies 
Alejandro Mora’s death ! 

Wholesale Forzeries. 

‘The case for the claimant thus appears 
to have been bolstered up by unscrupulous 
but clumsy forgeries, ‘he responsibility 
for which remains’ to bo ascertained 
by the French and Spanish magistrates 
now investigating the affair. The moviny 
spirit ia a priest, tho Abbé Gouver!, 
though it would ‘be premature at the 
present stege to accuse him of criminal 
acis. Pierre Riera, who is very poor, fre- 
quently applied to the marquis for sup- 
pert ‘but was rebuffed. laid 
‘case before the abbé, who appesrs to ha 
made up his mind that there was money in 
it. Piorre Riera was toe distantly related 
to the testator to have any claim whatever 
under the will, but he would gain a locus 
standi if the Moras could be got out of the 
way ani might prove productive either by 
frightening tho aged marquis into a com- 
position or by forming himself into a sort 
of syndicste with backing from any specula- 
tive eapitalist who might be made to share 
the abbé’s opinion, Two deputies, M 
Firmin-Faure and M. Paulmier, and the 
latter's son-in-law, the Baron de Marcay, 
allowed themselves to be persuaded, avd 
all are now bitterly regretting it.

NOTES ON NATIVE 
AFFAIRS. 


25th November. 
The Arrival of the New Viceroy. 
H.E. Chou Fu, Acting Viceroy-desig- 
nate of the Liangkinng provinces, arrived 
here yesterday forenoon by the China 
Merchants’ steamer Hsinchi from Tsingtao, 
and landed xt the Kinleeyuen Wharf, where 
he was welcomed by all the local and visi 
ing mandirins, “His Excellency attor 
granting a brief audience on board to the 
incipal mandarins, and to Dr. Timothy 
Eichard, ‘drovo. over to. tho Bureat 
of Foreign Affairs on the Bubbling 
Well Road, where apartments have beou 
prepared for himself and suite by the Shang- 
Rai'Tvotai,- The now Viceroy is a native 
of Hofoi, province of Auhui, and belongs 
to the same town as the late Marquis 
Li Hung-chaog of whom he is also a 
relation on the female side. H. E. Chou 
Fu is wearly seventy yours of age and a 
Heiuta‘ai, or Licentiate in titerary rank, 
Hie was for many yeara an * expectant” 
Taotai of Chihli, and it was not until 
March 1882 that his relative and patron, 
the late Marquis, then Viorroy of Chibli 
and in the height of his power, consented 
toappoint him Customs Taotai of Tientain, 
con:idering the latter “too good-natured 
and mild” successfully to hvld such an 
important post, Pressure however, on 
the part of other relatives and especially 
of the late Lady Li herself, who 
understood the stuff of which Chou Fu 
was made better than her spouse, finally 
obtained for him the post of the Customs 
Taotaiship of Tientsin, which formed the 
stepping stone 10 his future greatness, 
After holding that lucrative post for the 
fall period of three youre, his Excellency 
was appointed in 1886 Acting Salt Com: 
missioner of Ch'ang-Lu Circuit of Chikli 
and Honan provinces, and two years after 
was promoted to the Provincial Judgeship 
of Chibli. In 1895, after the war with 
Jnpan, which almost proved tho death- 
kwe!l of the lato Li Hung-chang's official 
career, Chou Fu resigned his post, on the 
ground of chronic illness. Four years 
afterwards with the appointment of his 
stron 10 the Viceroyalty of the Two 
‘uang provinces, Chou Fu also returned 
to ofticinl life and was appointed Provin- 
cial Treasurer of Szechuan which, how- 
ever, he did not hold long, for upon the 
execution of Ting Yung, the Provincial 
Treasurer of Chibli and Boxer partisan, 
by the Allies at Pacting, Chou Fu 
was appointed (November 1900) to succeed 
him, at the recommendation of Li Hut 
chang. Upon the death of his patron and the
